The Department of Defense has issued Memorandum #1 on the American 
Revolution Bicentennial. It states the purpose of the series of 
memoranda is to furnish information and guidance concerning the Depart- 
ment's role in observing and supporting the commemoration. DOD is 
unique among the Federal agencies in that three of the Military Services 
will be observing their bicentennial anniversaries in 1975 (the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps). The first memorandum lists three major aspects

Banking and Currency Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs that silver 

be used in the striking of medals in commemoration of the Bicen- 
tennial. It also urged the passage of legislation which would 
authorize the minting of a commemorative dollar coin containing 40 
percent silver as a part of the Bicentennial commemoration. The 
American Mining Congress, which represents the U. S. silver-producing 
industry stated, "It would be historically inconsistent and hardly in 
keeping with the dignity of the occasion to celebrate this nation's 
200th anniversary by failing to utilize silver in commemorative 
medals." 





The City of St. Louis through Mayor Alfonso J. Cervantes has issued an 
invitation to host the 1975 World Congress on Philosophy of Law and 
Social Philosophy as part of its Bicentennial commemoration. The Mayor 
states in his letter of invitation: “The cultural heritages of France, 


Germany and Spain are strongly represented in the history of St. Louis 
and we would be honored to host a World Congress of scholars who are 
concerned with the perennial problems of order and justice."

The Director of the Oklahoma Tourism and Information Division of the 
Park Department has proposed that part of Oklahoma's participation in 
the Bicentennial be observed by commemorating the heritage of the 
American Indian. He suggests that since the American Indian has 
received no official recognition through a national memorial that 
Oklahoma host a Bicentennial Exposition which could be transferred 
into a permanent living monument to the Indian.

Mr. James Biddle, Chairman of the ARBC Heritage Committee, has 
announced the establishment of four advisory panels to that committee. 
Duties of the panels, which will consist of 15 members each, will be 
twofold: to evaluate and examine proposals and to generate appropri- 
ate ideas as to what should be considered under the Bicentennial's 
"Heritage" theme.

REVOLUTION. THEY HAVE BEEN VICTIMIZED BY THE SHODDY SCHOLARSHIP OF THE NINETEENTH 
CENTURY ROMANTIC NATIONALISTS WHO PORTRAYED THE REVOLUTION AS A SIMPLISTIC SAGA 
OF 'GOOD GUYS VERSUS BAD GUYS,' OF VIRTUE TRIUMPHING OVER EVIL . . . WOULD NOT 

THE ERADICATION OF MYTH IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF LIFE IN OUR NATION?" 
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A NEW FILM OF VIRGINIA'S WEALTH OF REVOLUTIONARY BATTLEFIELDS, BUILDINGS AND

EXPO SLATED FOR '76 HAS BEEN PROPOSED TO HONOR SPAIN AND THE "LAST CRUSADER QUEEN," 
WHO HAS BEEN DESCRIBED BY INTERNATIONALLY-KNOWN AUTHOR JAMES MICHENOR IN THESE TERMS: 
"IN PERSONALITY, DEVOTION, INTELLIGENCE, FORTITUDE AND ABOVE ALL IN ADMINISTRATIVE 
POWER, SHE MAKES ALL OTHER WOMEN AND MOST MEN SEEM PUNY." 
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SOME 100 N.H. CITIZENS GATHERED IN DURHAM RECENTLY TO FURTHER PLANS FOR THE GRANITE 
STATE'S OBSERVANCE OF THE BICENTENNIAL. THEY WERE ASSEMBLED AT THE INVITATION OF 
DR. Jd. DUANE SQUIRES, CHAIRMAN OF THE N.H. BICENTENNIAL COMMISSION TO INSPIRE AS 
MANY COMMUNITIES AS POSSIBLE TO INTEREST THEMSELVES IN APPROPRIATE COMMEMORATIVE

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A major plan for a network of Bicentennial Parks, built 

on Federal Surplus land or otherwise donated land, was 
unveiled today by the ARBC at its first full Commission 
meeting of the year. Under the plan, the Bicentennial Park 
would serve as the focal point of that State's celebra- 
tion of the Nation's 200th Anniversary in 1976, and 
thereafter remain as a permanent residual. 


A press conference to announce the Bicentennial Parks 
project will be held at 12:00 noon, Tuesday, February 
22, for all media in the Internal Ballroom West fol- 
lowing the States presentation. Also, a special pre- 
sentation has been arranged by the ARBC for noted 
national architectural critics to view and discuss 
the Parks project prototype with its Architects, 
Davis, Brody & Associates of New York. 


Also, on the agenda for the full Commission meeting 
which convened at 9:00 A.M. today in the Pan American 
Health Organization Building, Meeting Room B, are the 
International Expo (Philadelphia), The Sickle Cell 
Anemia Disease Project, Call for Achievement, Bicen- 
tennial Coins and Medals, The Boy Scouts of America 
Bicentennial participation, an Afro-American Bicen- 
tennial Corporation progress report, and a report on 
an ARBC Study by Arthur D. Little, Inc. 
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On Tuesday, February 22, the Fifty States National 
Bicentennial Conference will convene at 9:00 A.M. in 
the International Ballroom West, Washington Hilton 
Hotel. Regional Group discussion will convene at 
1:30 BP.M., following which the full Conference will 
reconvene at 3:30 P.M. for the duration of the after- 
noon. At 9:00 A.M. on Wednesday, February 23, the 
Conference will again convene in the International 
Ballroom West for a full day session. 


At 10:00 A.M. on Thursday, February 17, at the National 
Press Club, American Airlines announced in a press con- 
ference its decision to host on NBC a ten-part series 
of specials on "The American Experience" in honor of 
the Bicentennial. Program host Chet Huntley along 
with officials of the airlines and the network and 
ARBC Director Jack I. LeVANT discussed initial plans 

of the project which is to commence in the Fall, 1972. 


Following a meeting with Philadelphia Mayor Frank L. 
Rizzo on Thursday, February 10, ARBC Chairman David J. 
Mahoney announced that a final deadline of March 15 
has been imposed on the city for an Expo plan, which 
must present not only a feasible site but also an 
acceptable cost breakdown, assurance of political 

and neighborhood support in Philadelphia, objectives 
and theme for the Expo, and a timetable for bringing 
one about. At the news conference William L. Rafsky, 
Chairman of The Executive Committee of the Bicenten- 
nial Corporation, said "We're confident on March 15 
we will be presenting a plan that will be acceptable 
to the Commission and the Department of Commerce and 
Congress." 


Winners were announced recently in a competition to 
design the official seal for the Rhode Island Commemo- 
ration of the Bicentennial. Prizes were awarded in 
ceremonies in Governor Licht's office. Top prize of

$1,000 went for a design depicting the State's inde- 
pendent man and a Colonial Minuteman standing together, 
encircled by 13 stars and the words, “Rhode Island 
Bicentennial, 1776-1976." A student at the Rhode 
Island School of Design took first prize in the 
college division of the contest and was awarded $500 
rOr his Gdesign of tour stylized figures, "ri76". 


The wives of the White House Fellows were guests for 
a morning briefing on ARBC activities at Washington 
Headquarters on February 14. ARBC Director LeVANT 
was host to the group assisted by Perdita Champey, 
Communications Department and Project Manager for 
Women's Activities for the ARBC. The ladies were 
shown the ARBC film presentation. 


Following the lead of the City of Hartford (Conn.) 
the City of Scranton (Pa.) is embarked upon a 
campaign to create an American Flag made entirely 

of living flowers in honor of the Bicentennial. Plans 
are underway for a fund-raising campaign for certain 
flowers to be grown in the City's Nay Aug Park Green- 
house, so that the Bicentennial "Growing Flag" can be 
dedicated this coming July 4th. 


A Buffalo (N.Y.) councilman with the Recreation and 
Urban Beautification Subcommittee of the Citizens 
Advisory Committee on Community Improvement has sub- 
mitted a proposal outlining a clean-up program for 
Delaware Park and its polluted lake in an effort to 
designate the project a national Bicentennial goal. 


The New Jersey Historical Commission, in a resolution 
adopted unanimously on February 9, has called on the 

State Government to create a special agency to coordi- 
nate the State's celebration of the National Bicenten- 
nial. The Commission wants its own role in the obser-

vance confined to "appropriate historical projects 
pertinent to New Jersey's significant role in the 

Revolution." Chairman John T. Cunningham and the 

Commission expressed the hope "that the State may 

effectively proceed with a sense of urgency to the 
next phase in planning for the Bicentennial." 


On February 24, the first meeting of a 26-member 
committee to lead Baltimore's Bicentennial commemo- 
ration will be held at the invitation of Mayor Schaefer, 
Honorary Chairman of the Committee. Baltimore Attorney, 
Robert J. Thieblot, a member of the Board of School 
Commissioners and also of the Historical and Architec- 
tural Preservation Commission, has been named Chairman. 
The appointments to the Baltimore City Bicentennial 
Committee were announced last week by Wilson K. Barnes, 
Chairman of the Maryland ARBC. 


The Speech Communication Association, representing 
8,000 specialists in speech communication (most of 
them in higher education) has appointed a Bicentennial 
Coordination Committee to lead the Association in 
planning a comprehensive Bicentennial program for 
1976. Chairman of the Committee is Dr. James McBath, 
Department of Speech Communication, University of 
Southern California. 


22 organizations were represented at the ARBC Heritage 
'76 Committee Advisory Panel meeting held on February 11 
at ARBC Headquarters in Washington. According to James 
Biddle, Chairman of the Heritage '76 Committee, the 
three Panels, Historic Conservation, Commemoration and 
Convocation, Publications and Research met individually 
in workshop sessions and then jointly to discuss guide- 
lines and suitable national programs that the Panels 
could initiate. 
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It was reported this week in the Washington Star that 
the Virginia General Assembly will soon ask Congress 
to "expedite a tour of the Liberty Bell" from 
Philadelphia's Independence Hall by truck and highway 
in honor of the Bicentennial, so, the Assembly was 
quoted, "That it may have the best possible access to 
aS many American citizens as possible." 
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ARBC Chairman David Mahoney will appear as a guest on Sherrye 
Henry's "Woman" Show in New York on Tuesday, March 14 at 

9:30 a.m. on WCBS. The Chairman will discuss the Bicentennial 
Parks and show the Park's model in one segment of Miss Henry's 
informative show for women featuring prominent guests from 
every field. 


Five "city improvement type" projects, most already on the 
drawing boards, were informally adopted for support recently 

by the San Antonio (Texas) Bicentennial Committee. Four of the 
projects include planned downtown developments, as the Del Alamo 
project, extension of San Antonio River beautification, the 
Mexican Market project, and a San Antonio "new town." A fifth 
project, termed an urgent need for a 1976 celebration, was 
brought up with discussion of a municipal stadium for major 
sports events. Mrs. Gene Riddle, Associate Executive Director 
of the Texas ARBC addressed the committee during their meeting. 


Thomas J. Guilfoil, a St. Louis (Mo.) lawyer, has been named 
president of the St. Louis Bicentennial World Congress, Inc., 
@ non-profit group that is raising funds for a World Congress 
On legal. and social justice to be held in St. Louis in August, 
1975, as part of the American Bicentennial celebration. 


The Americana Unit of the American Topical Association has 
announced plans to record and publish complete information on 
all issues relating to the Bicentennial that is expected from 
many foreign countries from now until 1976. The information 
will be published and recorded in Americana Philatelic News, 

the bulletin of the Americana Unit. For further information

A network of bicycle trails extending from the Newport News 
City Park to Jamestown and the proposed York River State Park 
has been suggested as a new Bicentennial program for Virginia. 
The plan has been proposed by Staniey Abbott of Williamsburg, 
former parkway superintendent, to link municipal park with a 
bike-hike trail paralleling Colonial Parkway. Abbott said 
recently that he believes the National Park Service is taking 

a look at building the bike trail beside the 26-mile historical 
park roadway. 


Congratulations to Richard F. Pourade, editor emeritus of 
The San Diego Union, who has received a special "Ring of 
Truth" award, the first of a series of annual awards to be 
made by the Copley Newspapers over the next five years to 
recognize a special contribution to the Bicentennial by a 
Copley newspaper or employee. Mr. Pourade was recognized 
for his distinguished contributions to the preparations for 
the celebration of the American Bicentennial. Mr. Robert 
Letts Jones, president of the corporation, has urged his 
publishers and executives to stimulate programs in their 
communities which will fulfill the recommendation of the 
ARBC that the Bicentennial celebration be nationwide in 
scope, highlighting progress and the future. 


Rhode Island Lieutenant Governor J. Joseph Garrahy recently 
urged members of the Sons of the American Revolution in 
Rhode Island to promote the state's Bicentennial celebration 
"So we can make giant strides in fulfilling our tourism 
potential." Lt. Governor Garrahy urged the SAR to expend 
itself in behalf of the Bicentennial celebration in 1976. 


On March 14, the U.S. Senate has scheduled hearings on the 
ARBC's 1973 budget and the House will hold its hearings on 
the new budget on March 16.

America, restoring old landmarks, razing slums, and establishing 
"Bicentennial Parks' in each of the 50 states." 


From The Salt Lake Tribune (3/2), Salt Lake City, Utah, in an 
Saicorial titled Gitts to the People"==—"The idea or parks 

in each state built on land donated by the federal government, 
ranging from 100 to 500 acres, would leave a permanent residual, 
benefitting many people instead of long forgotten Trylons and 
Perispheres or Treasure Islands that few remember. More 
important, in a time when the urban crush is becoming more 
throbbing, a proposal to construct sizeable recreational 

parks, aS a gift from the nation to the people, is a birthday 
present that is most appropriate." 


The Christian Science Monitor (2/24) reports, "The American 
Bicentennial Commission have come up with a winning--not to 
mention needed--alternative to the delays and debate in 
Philadelphia. The various sites will be chosen for their 
natural setting and proximity to lakes or harbors--and will 
provide a much needed safety valve in the form of open space 

for harried city dwellers. Park structures will be designed 

in such a way to grace, not disgrace, the terrain. Architectural 
breakthroughs are likely, for innovation (along with maturity) 
will be encouraged." 


The Bicentennial Parks would be a creditable permanent reminder 
of the national pride that Americans should feel in 1976 
Suggests the Journal in Wilmington, Delaware (2/28). 


The Journal recommends Cape Henlopen as an obvious location 

for Delaware's Bicentennial Park, giving the state a "meaningful 
permanent bicentennial project." "If the federal commission 
continues to push for its 50-park proposal, Delaware's congressional 
delegation should get behind the Cape Henlopen location." (2/28)

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The ARBC Executive Committee is scheduled to meet next in 
Washington on Tuesday, March 21, and the Communications Committee 
will hold a meeting following on Wednesday, March 22, also in 
Washington. 


Following the recent press conference announcing NBC's plans to 
produce 10 specials entitled "The American Experience" sponsored 

by American Airlines and running through 1976, the show's announcer 
and spokesman, Chet Huntley, was quoted by the New York Times (3/6) 
on his reason for coming out of retirement and back to network 
television. "I wanted to get something going on behalf of the 
Bicentennial," Huntley concluded. 


A project to involve Texas colleges and universities in a coordi- 
nated program to observe the Bicentennial has been set in motion 
with the appointment of a central planning staff and a state- 
wide 17-member executive committee. Dr. Edgar L. Roy, Jr., 
former president of St. Edward's University in Austin, has been 
named director of planning for the Texas College and University 
Bicentennial Program. 


Plans for a World Food Expo in Iowa for the Bicentennial were 

given an initial, tentative go-ahead by the Iowa House recently 

in a 57-32 vote to create a state board to plan for such an 
exposition in connection with the American Bicentennial Celebration. 
The bill calls for an eleven-member Authority to accept grants, 
acquire land and construct buildings. Separate legislation is 
needed for appropriations. 


Mr. Gene Sleevi, Department of Defense Deputy Director for Com- 
munity Relations and DOD Bicentennial Project Officer, briefed major 
Air Force Command directors of information, world-wide, on national 
and DOD Bicentennial planning and developments. The two-day meeting, 
March 13-14, at Randolph Air Force Base, Texas, featured visuals 

On specific DOD planning which will affect Air Force commands 


during the Bicentennial observance. Mr. Sleevi also reports that 
Department of Army information officers were also briefed recently 

in a similar session. The Defense Department has issued its Bi- 
centennial Memorandum Number Two in a numbered series of instructions 
to Defense commands and agencies designed to keep all components 
abreast of planning. 


In a Saint Patrick's Day message from the American Irish Foundation 
John P. Cosgrove, Foundation president, has announced that they 
have prepared capsuled biographies of a group of Irish who were 
close to George Washington during the Revolution. The announcement 
points out that the password of the Continental Army in Boston on 
March 17, 1776 was a well-chosen "Saint Patrick." Mr. Cosgrove 
also said, "The Foundation hopes to stimulate additional research 
along these lines so that obscure heroes may be suitably recognized 
during the 1976 Bicentennial of the United States." For additional 
information write American Irish Foundation, 943 National Press 
Building, Washington, D.C. 20004. 


The Florida State Interamerican Center Authority last week unani- 
mously approved the latest plan for development of a multi-million 
dollar commercial, educational and cultural complex on the Graves 
Tract in North Dade (Interama). The authority stated in a resolution 
endorsing the specific projects that the whole project would be 
completed on or before January, 1976, in time to use Interama as 

a site for Florida's Bicentennial celebration. Specific projects 
endorsed include the Garden of the Sun, the Tower of the Sun, sites 
for national, institutional and commercial pavilions, an Inter- 
american trade show building and a regional interamerican park to 
be located along the shore of Biscayne Bay. 


A Bicentennial symphony, titled "In the Name of These States," 
composed by nineteen year old Paul Hofreiter, premiered on 

March 18th by the Delaware Valley Philharmonic Orchestra, Maestro 
Joseph Primavera conducting, Levittown-Fairless Hills, Pa. In 
h:.s own words, "The ideal was to join the people of this country, 
both spiritually and emotionally, into "one perfect union." The 
work, Symphony #2, Opus 33, is requiring 300 voices to perform. 
The Delaware Valley Philharmonic Orchestra of Bucks County is 
not new to premiering Bicentennial or other works. They were 
first with a "Bicentennial Ball and Season." Paul Hofreiter 
played a role also, he arranged the orchestrated Ann Hawkes 
Hutton's Bicentennial Suite which was premiered last season. 


The Philadelphia Bicentennial Corporation will present its plan 
for an international exposition on March 21 at the Department of 
Commerce. In attendance will be representatives from the ARBC, 
the Department of Commerce, Office of Management and Budget and 
the State Department. A news conference has been scheduled 
immediately following the Philadelphia presentation. 


Following are further comments on Bicentennial Parks: 


"Gov. Russell W. Peterson said yesterday he hopes to get federal 
funds to buy and develop land in the Iron Hill area as a park to 
tie in with the Bicentennial celebration. Peterson said the land 
near Cooch's Bridge, south of Newark, would be developed as a 
permanent tourist attraction. He said he supports efforts of the 
American Revolution Bicentennial Commission to get federal support 
for bicentennial celebration parks. 'This fits in well with the 
plans we have been considering’ for the Iron Hill area, Peterson 
Saias" - Wilmington (Dela.) Journal, 2/25 


"The idea is a good one, particularly because it would not force 
the states into any rigid pattern. Each would select its own 
architects to play variations on the central theme. The expected 
result would be fundamental similarity, but without conformity .

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A String of Urban Parks 


Our National Parks with their untouched nature 
and outdoor recreation for millions are among the 
country’s -proudest assets and the envy of the 
world. But we are woefully short of urban parks, 
the kind of place at the end of a short subway, 
bus or car ride where families can find recreation, 
diversion and inspiration on a nice summer eve- 
ning or holiday. One of the few such cultural, 
recreation and amusement parks in the United 
States—and surely the best designed—is the Seat- 
tle Center, right in the center of Seattle. It is a 
happy remnant of the 1962 Century 21 exposition 
and any visitor from another city who has found 
time to see the exhibits, enjoy a concert or per- 
formance, eat in one of the restaurants or just 
stroll, would want to have such a park close to 
home. 

Well, that’s what the American Revolution Bi- 
centennial Commission would have the nation give 
itself for its 200th anniversary in 1976. It proposes 
a chain of such parks, to be sponsored by the 
states and financed by the federal government, 
which would also donate the 100 to 500 acres of 
land, most of it in or close to our major population 
centers. Each park would cost from $15 million 
to $25 million and the commission estimates that 
the total program might run to $1.2 billion. 

As the commission sees it, each of these Bicen- 
tennial Parks would reflect the unique natural 


and architectural characteristics of its region. Each 
would have a central pavilion for historic displays 
and regional craft bazaars and workshops as well 
as an outdoor amphitheater for symphony con- 
certs and theater, dance, folk music and jazz per- 
formances. These amphitheaters would have stand- 
ardized stages so that national and international 
touring groups could simply plug in their sets and 
perform without costly adjustments and rehearsals. 
In addition, the commission suggests, the parks 
would include a wide range of outdoor activities, 
children’s playgrounds, picnic areas, marinas, res- 
taurants and food kiosks and perhaps a botanical 
garden and ecology center devoted to increasing 
our environmental awareness. 

While each state would select its own architects, 
planners and designers, the commission hopes to 
inspire and assure design excellence by issuing 
detailed guidelines and establishing a national de- 
sign review board to ccordinate the design of all 
parks. Such coordination would give manufacturers 
a large enough market to introduce innovative new 
designs for the structures and furnishings. 

To complete these parks by the spring of 1976, 
the commission estimates, site selection and pre- 
liminary planning should start right now. This is 
a good idea and we hope the commission and the 
administration will lose no time proposing it to 
Congress.

During its meeting on March 2l, the ARBC Executive Committee 
received reports and placed under study positions on a national 
Bicentennial theme; a policy for recognition of non-profit and 
commercial projects; the Coins and Medals program; and the 
feasibility study of the Bicentennial Parks concept. In addition, 
a presentation by New York City officials was made in behalf of 
the New York South Street Seaport Project. 


The Philadelphia Bicentennial Corporation presented on Tuesday, 
March 21, plans for hosting an International Expo LOL *7'Gs 
Chairman John Bunting made the presentation to Secretary of 
Commerce Peter Peterson, ARBC Chairman David J. Mahoney and 
representatives of other federal departments and agencies. 

Mr. Bunting was joined by Pennsylvania Governor Milton Shapp, 
Philadelphia Mayor Frank Rizzo, U.S. Senator Richard Schweiker, 
Congressmen Byrne, Eilberg and Williams (ARBC member), and several 
other state and city officials from Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 
The Expo plan will be taken under advisement and study for a 

joint report to President Nixon by Commerce, the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget and the ARBC. 


At the ARBC Communications Committee meeting on March 22, action 
was taken to provide for Advisory Panels on Ethnic Media and to 
include ethnic representation on the Committee. The Committee 
also unanimously recommended a national Bicentennial theme and 
sent its recommendation to the ARBC Executive Committee. Also 
on the agenda was a presentation for recognizing nonprofit and 
commercially sponsored communications projects and a review of 
current ARBC Communications and Audiovisual Programs.

Mr. Robert A. Hickman, member of the South Carolina Bicenten- 
nial Commission, said recently that the State Commission is 
planning to establish three interpretive centers for visitors 
for the Bicentennial. One is to be located at Charleston and 
others at the sites of the Battles of Cowpens and King's 
Mountain. 


A recent article appearing in the Lansing (Mich.) Journal 
states that Michigan's participation will emphasize the 
historical development of transportation in the U.S., but 
will also feature several varying statewide observance with 
the assistance of several local historical societies. The 
State Historical Commission, the article says, is urging 
construction of a new Museum of Michigan History "as a 
lasting reminder of the Bicentennial celebration."

To Honor a Revolution

The American Revolution 
Bicentennial Commission 
has finally come up with an 
idea. 

It is a good one, I think. 

The Commission would 
have us celebrate the 200th 
anniversary of our independ- 
ence in 1976 by opening a 
Bicentennial Park—a “peo- 
ples’ park,” as it were—in 
every state of the Union. 
They would be built on fed- 
eral surplus land, such as 
obsolete military installa- 
tions. And most of them 
would be built in or near 
big cities, where popular 
recreation and cultural at- 
tractions, indoor and out, 
are most sorely needed. 

These parks would not be 
mere fairgrounds, such as 
Philadelphia is still thinking

of building for the 1976 cele- 
bration. 


Nor would they be city 
parks in the traditional 
sense, such as New York’s 
Central Park or Washing- 
ton’s Rock Creek Park. The 
old parks were created in 
more leisurely times and 
thought of as great, bucolic 
open spaces within the city, 
a bit of rural landscape 
transplanted. to a place 
where city people could eas- 
ily get to them for outdoor 
play, strolling, sunning and 
seclusion. We need that, too. 

But the new, Bicentennial 
Parks would also be places 
where things happen, that 
invite, to use the fashiona- 
ble sociologese, ‘“involve- 
ment and_ participation.” 
There would be excitement, 
diversion and inspiration, a 
variety of activities and 


events by day and by night, 
summer and winter. 

As a major attraction, the 
Bicentennial Commission 
suggests that each park 
have a Bicentennial Pavilion 
for historical exhibits and 
the display of arts, crafts 
and special films as well as 
an amphitheater for all 
kinds of theater, music and 
dance performances. In front 
of them would be a Bi- 
centennial Plaza for public 
ceremonies. 


The parks would further- 
more feature a variety of 
restaurants, some offering 
hot dogs and beer, others 
fancy dishes and _ wine. 
There would be dance pa- 
vilions and puppet shows,

Maxim Gorki Park. Each 
major East European city, 
in fact, has a “people’s 
park” at the end of a street- 
car ride that keeps fami)**s 
entertained for a whole day 
without having seen and ex- 
perienced all its attractions. 

The most delightful cul- 
tural, recreation and amuse- 
ment park in this country, I 
should think, is the Seattle 
Center, a happy remnant of 


the 1962 Century 21 exposi- 


tion in that city. Some years 
ago New York was about to 
build a similar park on the 
site of the 1939 and 1964 
world’s fairs out at Flushing 
Meadows. 


Designed by landscape ar- 
chitect Lawrence Halprin 
with architects Marcel 
Breuer and Kenzo Tange, 
Flushing Meadows was to be 
a permanent bright spot in 
the city, a place full of ac- 


tion and vitality, a park that 
had just about everything— 
except the money to build 
it. 

That was also the fate of 
ine Anacostia Park here in 
Washington which Lawrence 
Halpern designed for Mrs. 
Lady Bird Johnson’s beauti- 
fication effort. Its most ex- 
citing feature was to be 
Kingman Lake, a stretch of 
the Anacostia River just 
below the Kennedy Sta- 
dium, that was to be de-pol- 
luted by filtering the water 
so that 30,000 people could 
swim in it at the same time. 
The cultural and amusement 
park was to be built on both 
sides of the lake and its 
sandy beaches. 

Here, then, in New York 
and in Washington, are the 
makings of these Bicen- 
tennial Parks. There are 
surely similar potentials in 
all our big cities. 


The Bicentennial Commis- 
sion is now investigating 
these potentials and the fea- 
sibility and desirability of a 
string of such parks. It 
hopes that the next Presi- 
dent will submit a well de- 
signed national program to 
Congress in January 1973, 
which will just barely be 
enough time to get them 
built by 1976. 

Some people might call 
these parks a mere frill, a 
place for firecrackers, fun 
and games. But the Presi- 
dent might well make them 
part of his program of deal- 
ing with the urban crisis be- 
cause recreation, diversion 
and happenings that bring 
people together are just as 
important as housing and 
public transportation. 

The Bicentennial parks, in 
short, could help a great 
deal to bring our stagnating 
cities to life again. 


market stalls, carousels and 
fun rides, a botanical garden 
and ecology center, chil- 
dren’s’ playgrounds and 
picnic areas. 


Some parks might still 
have room for games and 
sports and many would in- 
clude water for swimming 
and ice skating and perhaps 
even fishing and boating. 


Most importantly,  per- 
haps, the parks would invite 
spontaneous events and 
“happenings,” such as peo- 
ple themselves will gener- 
ate, given half a chance. 
Thomas P. F. Hoving, now 
the director of the Metropol- 
itan Museum of Art, success- 
fully sparked such happen- 
ings in Central Park when 
he was New York City’s 
Park Commissioner. 

The Bicentennial Commis- 
sion asked architects Davis, 


Brody and Associates to de- 
sign a prototype for such 
parks. They came up with 
an interesting model, show- 
ing a world’s fair-type, inno- 
vative cable structure and 
all sorts of neat architec- 
tural baubles. 

But never mind the steel 
net, plastic-coated megastruc- 
tures that scare us into fu- 
ture shock. What matters 
here are not structures but 
people. And to show what 
these parks could do for 
them, the Commission may 
be better advised to show 
pictures of some of the ex- 
isting urban parks and how 
people enjoy them. 

The most famous and at- 
tractive one, perhaps, is Co- 
penhagen’s Tivoli. Another 
delightful one is Moscow’s

On Saturday, April 1, the U.S. Postal Service announced that 
four 8-cent postage stamps commemorating the Bicentennial will 
be issued on July 4th at Williamsburg, Virginia. The stamps 
depict four colonial craftsmen--a glass maker, a silversmith, 

a wigmaker and a hatter. These will be printed on the same 
sheet. The horizontal stamps have identical inscriptions, and 
will be printed deep brown on buff paper. The print order is 
135 million. Across the top is "Colonial American Craftsmen," 
and "Bicentennial Era" appears in the upper center. The vignettes 
were engraved by Edward P. Archer and the lettering was engraved 
by Albert Saavedra of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. The 
Designer is Leonard Everett Fisher, Westport, Conn., who is well 
known for the books he has written and illustrated on colonial 
life. First day cancellation requests should be directed to 
"Bicentennial Stamp, Postmaster, Williamsburg, Va. 23185," 
enclosing proper remittance which is 8 cents for each stamp 
desired, and with request postmarked no later than July 4. 


The next meeting of the ARBC Executive Committee will be on 
Thursday, April 20, in New York. On Tuesday, April 18, the ARBC 
Communications Committee and the Philatelic Advisory Panel will 
both meet in Washington, D.C. 


The New York State ARBC has announced that publication of a 
paperback edition of Carl Becher's essay, "The Spirit of '76," 
with introduction and notes by Dr. Louis L. Tucker, Executive 
Director of the Commission. The book may be purchased for $1.00 
from Gifts and Exchange Section, New York State Library, State 
Education Department, Albany, New York 12224. 


The Director of the Seattle, Washington Opera Association, Glynn 
Ross, recently called a meeting of 100 interested Seattleites to 
enlist their support for an American Wagnerian Festival as part 

of the national Bicentennial celebration. The Wagner Festival 
would take place in the summer of 1976 and Mr. Ross hopes that 

a special new theatrical facility, similar to Wolf Trap Farm out- 
side Washington, D.C., could be created for the Bicentennial event. 


Temple University's campus and activities were proposed 
recently as an educational attraction for the Bicentennial 

in Philadelphia. University officials have offered to 
organize and sponsor with appropriate groups an artistic, 
musical, performing arts and sports program for Bicentennial 
visitors. In addition, it will organize a series of exhibits, 
films, displays, workshops, conferences and field events, 

as well as "Bicentennial Scholarships" to Temple for at least 
two students "from every country in the world" during 1976. 


The Gaspee Day Committee, Warwick, Rhode Island, has informed 
the ARBC that in honor of the 200th anniversary of the Year of 
the Gaspee Incident (On June 9, 1772 some Rhode Islanders 
burned the British customs schooner, the Gaspee, that was 
patrolling the coastal waters for smugglers), the Havilland 
China Company of France has chosen the episode as the first 

of five major events to warrant attention in the production 

of U.S. Bicentennial Commemorative special additions. Governor 
Frank Licht was presented with the first plate by Mr. Havilland 
on March 21. Rhode Island will be commemorating the Year of 
the Gaspee throughout 1972 as the first of several Bicentennial 
events. 


Mayor Julius Wilensky of Stamford, Conn. has confirmed that 
restoration of old Fort Stamford will be the highlight of 
that city's observance of the national Bicentennial. Fort 
Stamford, it is believed was laid out by General Waturbury, 

a close friend of General Washington. Its very existence 

is thought to be a strong reason why Stamford was not invaded 
during the Revolution. 


The recently organized Women for the Bicentennial in Philadelphia 
have announced plans to establish one or more youth hostels 
during the Bicentennial to encourage young people to come to 
Philadelphia and stay for a small fee. The Women's group 

is also encouraging young people to play an active and important 
role during the Bicentennial celebration, such as serving as 

tour guides and host and hostesses at hospitality centers. 


As of April 1, 1972, the ARBC has received 182 press clippings 
pertaining to the Bicentennial Parks concept from newspapers in 
43 States. The concept has also been endorsed in 33 newspaper 
editorials. Below are comments extracted from correspondence 
from Governors on the Bicentennial Parks concept: 


"The concept is indeed all encompassing and will, I am sure, 
provide many states an opportunity to provide additional leisure 
and recreational facilities closely tied to historical events 
for the people of urban areas."

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Forty-six prominent Americans from the fields of travel and 
hospitality, creative and visual arts, and the performing arts 
have been named t® important ARBC advisory panels. The three 
panels will develop programs and recommend policy procedures 

to the ARBC Open House USA Committee chaired by George E. Lang. 
Among the first BRC lecrs the Performing Artists_and Allied 
Experts Panel and the Creative and Visual Arts Panel will be 
that of undertaking a review of the cultural resources which 
could be made available for the Bicentennial. They will meet 
initially on April 10 and April 1l, respectively. Members of 
the Invitation to the World Panel will assist the Commission 
in its efforts to encourage and facilitate travel and hospitality 
and will hold their first meeting on April 17. 


On March 30, Florida Governor Reubin Askew signed important 
legislation for financing Interama--a step toward a Bicentennial 
opening. The new law allows the Interama Authority to issue 

$12 million in revenue bonds which could be used for payment 

of ad valorem property taxes in Dade County in the event of 
default on the bonds. It also permits any agency of the State 
to enter into finalizing agreements with the Authority and 
clarifies certain terms and status of the City of North Miami 
bonds. 


The Memphis (Tenn.) Jaycees are buying and donating to schools 
portfolios entitled "The Forty Documents of Our American 
Heritage" in conjunction with the Bicentennial. The port- 
folios were compiled and photographed from the 250 original 
documents included on the Freedom Train of the American 
Heritage Fonndation. As a public service forty negatives of 
these original documents were preserved and are now being 
distributed as a public service to schools who no longer 

have the finances for supplemental publications.

Ralph J. Menconi, the designer of the Bicentennial Medal 

that will be produced by the U.S. Mint, was recently selected 
by the Freedoms Foundation at Valley Forge, Pa., to receive 
its George Washington Honor Medal Award for 1971. The annual 
prize is granted for an outstanding accomplishment in helping 
to achieve a better understanding of America and Americans. 
He was honored for his "historic medal creations." 


Preliminary plans to establish a Lenape Village for the Bi- 
centennial celebration at Washington Crossing, Pa., are being 
formulated by Lenape Land, an American Indian organization. 
Mrs. William Bradley, chairman of the group told the Bucks 
County Bicentennial Committee that a village and interpre- 
tation center would be established. The organization has 
been studying Indian life in Delaware Valley in colonial days. 


Rep. Richard C. White (Tex.) has introduced legislation calling 
for the minting of a special U.S. coin to commemorate the 
nation's Bicentennial year. The bill calls for the coinage 

of 50-cent or one-dollar pieces for general circulation. The 
metal coins would bear a design chosen by the Treasury 
Secretary to commemorate the nation's 200th birthday. fhe 
White bill does not prohibit a standard blend of metals. A 
Hearing on the bill has not yet been scheduled by the House 
Banking and Currency Subcommittee which must debate the bill. 


An "America's 200th Anniversary Clock," designed and built by 
Harold w. Lanzer, Holgate, Ohio, cabinetmaker, has been placed 
on exhibit at the Ohio Historical Center in Columbus. The 
clock was built to symbolize the Bicentennial for Ohioans and 
visitors. 


As part of youth involvement for the Bicentennial, the Williams- 
burg (Va.) Gazette ran a recent article detailing state involve- 
ment. It reported that members of the Junior Bicentennial 
Commission in Charlottesville are spending part of each Sunday 
tidying up Revolutionary War graveyards, and have a painting 
program set for Spring. 


The Marine Digest Weekly has endorsed a proposal offered by 
Peter Stanford, president of the National Maritime Historical 
Society of New York, to make the last existing American built 
square rigger, the Kaiulani, a U.S. Bicentennial Project. 

The ship, currently in poor shape, has been languishing in the 
waters of Subic Bay, Philippine Islands, troubled by lack of 
funds to get her back to the states for restoration. Mr. Stan- 
ford is asking for all maritime-minded folk to join in the 
effort of saving the Kaulani and make the project a Bi- 
centennial event. 


Dr. Robert Cecile, who was elected Chairman of the Ohio 
American Revolution Bicentennial Advisory Commission at its 
organization meeting, reports that the Commission has formed 
three committees, one each for celebrations, exhibitions, and 
scholarship-education. Plans are being formulated for a 
symbol, a motto or theme, and a broad, state-based program 
which encourages county, municipal,. organizational and in- 
dividual activities and contributions in 1976.

A session of the "Congress of 200" sponsored by the New Mexico 
American Revolution Bicentennial Commission met in Albuqueraue 
recently. About 200 political, civic and educational leaders 
from throughout the state heard Governor Bruce King and UNM 
President open the meeting and Dr. William Dabney, UNM history 
professor, deliver the principal address on the background of 
the American Revolution. The afternoon session divided the 
Congress into workshops to discuss projects suitable for New 
Mexico. Dr. Luther H. Foster, Commission Member, represented 
the ARBC. 


The ARBC Performing Arts Advisory Panel held its first meeting 
on Monday, April 10 and the Creative and Visual Arts Advisory 
Panel met on Tuesday, April 11 at the National Gallery of Art.

The San Antonio (Texas) ARBC will coordinate and stage a June 
celebration in conjunction with the opening of the National Uni- 
versity of Mexico's branch campus in HemisFair Plaza. "My feeling," 
explained Chairman B.J. "Red" McCombs, "is that it would be an 
important event for us to begin our Open House USA category." 

Mrs. Gene Riddle, associate director of the ARBC of Texas, said 

a June celebration would put San Antonio in the position of having 
the first Bicentennial Open House celebration in the nation. 


The Florida ARBC in cooperation with the University of Florida's 
Department of History is sponsoring the first of a series of symposia

"Reactions and Suggestions are being secured from the more 
than 2,000 Explorer Post Presidents who will meet in 
Washington, D.C. next week at the Annual Explorer Post 
Presidents Congress. These are leaders of our high school 
age program and we should receive valuable suggestions and 
ideas from them. 


"The Order of the Arrow, a B.S.A. Camping Fraternity, is 
being solicited by mail through their lodge chiefs to 
secure their suggestions. This group is made up of Boy 
Scouts as well as Explorers." 


A target date of June has been set to secure this information 
and compile it. 


Archivist of the United States James B. Rhoads said recently that 

the "most visible" of the Bicentennial accomplishments of the National 
Archives has been establishment of a Center for the Documentary Study 
of the American Revolution which is preparing guides to Revolutionary 
War records in the National Archives and a computer index for the 
Papers of the Continental Congress. He said that the Center is 
gearing up to provide "better tools for the historian who wishes to 
use Revolutionary War materials." Rhoads said that the National 
Archives also is stressing youth education programs as a Bicentennial 
project, working with the District of Columbia public school system 
in the preparation of teaching units on history and government. The 
Archivist spoke at a regional meeting of the American Association 

for State and Local History which was sponsored jointly by the 
Mississippi Historical Society. 


Some twenty-five top professional, governmental and press women from 
national women's organizations will be guests of the ARBC on Monday, 
April 17th, to discuss women's involvement in the Bicentennial. 
Those attending have expressed interest in the possibility of 
nationwide projects in the Horizon's '76 concepts and are meeting 

to explore collective collaboration. And, on Sunday, April 9th, 

the ARBC was represented at the Awards Luncheon of the Virginia 
Press Women where plans and proposals and the role of the media 

in informing the public of the Bicentennial goals were discussed.

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The ARBC Executive Committee met on Thursday, April 20, and reviewed 
such agenda items as ARBC Policy/Procedure for Endorsement/Recognition, 
the Bicentennial Parks Feasibility Study, the Philadelphia International 
Expo and the Program Committee Advisory Panels. Other items reported on 
included a Policy for Nationwide Solicitation from Individual Citizens, 
the Joint Advertising Council Program, the Coins and Medals Program, the 
Status of ARBC Legislation and a Financial Report. 


Two prominent representatives from the ethnic press were named to serve 
on the ARBC Communications Committee during its meeting on Tuesday, 

April 18. Joining the 15-member committee are Sherman Briscoe, Executive 
Director for the National Newspaper Publishers Association, which 
represents over 70 Black papers in the United States, and Ignacio E. 
Lozano, Jr., publisher of La Opinion, a Los Angeles, Spanish-written 
daily. 


Women and their involvement in the Bicentennial was the topic of 
conversation on Monday, April 17, when twenty-five top professional women 
representing national organizations met at the ARBC headquarters. Major 
consideration was given to discussions on planning for Century Three and 
particularly nationwide projects under the Horizons '76 theme. The B'nai 
Brith Women, National Organization of Women, Church Women United, Black 
Women's Caucus and Americans for Indian Opportunities plus organizations 
such as the Leadership Foundation, the American Red Cross, League of 
Women Voters and American Women in Radio and TV explored various similar 
goals for the future. 


The third new member of the Communications Committee represents the 
National Newspaper Association and its 7,000 plus member newspapers. 
Mr. Theodore Serrill, Executive Director of the NNA,was represented at 
the meeting by Richard Dew, General Manager of the Pennsylvania 
Newspaper Publishers Association. Serrill had been appointed just 
prior to the April meeting.

The ARBC's Philatelic Advisory Panel met on Tuesday, April 18, with 
John C. Chapin, Chairman, presiding and reporting on the Bicentennial 
Poster Program procedure. Special reports were given on future stamp 
shows and youth participation. Mr. Gordon Morison of the U. S. Postal 
Service discussed plans for the first day of issue ceremonies of the 
four new Bicentennial stamps from Williamsburg on July 4th. The Panel 
also discussed the P.N.C. (Philatelic-Numismatic Combination) which 
will feature the Bicentennial Stamps and the First Bicentennial Medal 
which will also be ready by July 4th. The U. S. Mint, under the 
direction of Mary Brooks, is responsible for the Medal. 


The Town Affiliation Association (Sister Cities) has notified the ARBC 
through its President, F. W. Brittan, that the Association is accepting 
the Bicentennial challenge outlined by Congress and the President. The 
Commission will present a full Bicentennial report at its 14th Annual 
Town Affiliation Conference to be held in Seattle, August 16-19, 1972. 
At its last annual conference, the Board named a Bicentennial Planning 
Study Subcommittee and charged it with developing programs of substance 
which cities can carry out with their affiliates throughout the world. 
Mrs. Ruth Stevens is Chairman with Harris-Ragan Management Corporation 
of Los Angeles serving as project consultants. Presently they are 
conducting a Bicentennial planning study for TAA in cooperation with the 
Bureau of Educational and Cultural Affairs of the U. S. Department of 
State. 


It has been reported that all major Northern Virginia jurisdictions are 
now in the process of planning activities for the state's participation 
in the Bicentennial celebration beginning in 1974. Fairfax, Arlington 
and Alexandria have already appointed committees to make studies and 
formulate plans. One Bicentennial group, the Virginia Gateway 
Association is headed by acting director James W. Goldsmith who also 
heads the Alexandria Commission. The Association's main purpose, 
Goldsmith explained, is to coordinate activities in Northern Virginia. 
"The Association would also allow the Northern Virginia area to speak 
with one voice both to the Commonwealth and to the National Commission." 


The Honorable Orval Hansen, U. S. Representative from Idaho Falls, Idaho, 
recently proposed making the log cabin in which sculptor Gutzon Borglum 
was born a national historic landmark or a national monument. Borglum 

is credited with carving the world-famous busts at Mt. Rushmore. 
Congressman Hansen has enlisted the support of Secretary of the Interior 
Rogers C. B. Morton and George Hartzog, Jr., Director of the National Park 
Service for this project.

Former Congressman John Marsh, Jr., ARBC Commission member, said 
recently that he hopes that the National Guard Association of the U.S.

James T. McKinstry of 
Delaware was chosen to replace Bruce K. Price of Maryland as Treasurer 
until the June meeting of the Council in Princeton, New Jersey.

A "Bicentennial Idea Chart" was unveiled 
with easy-to-fill-out sections in which citizens can summarize their 
ideas, how much money they think should be spent, and suggest who 
should carry out the task. Local newspapers in Hawaii have been 
publishing the Chart. The Commission plans to start and maintain 

a Registry of Bicentennial Projects and Events for public information 
and planning coordination. 


Mrs. Marion Russell, editor of Coin World and vice-chairman of the 
ARBC's Coins and Medals Advisory Committee has been speaking 
recently to several diversified groups on the Bicentennial, in- 
cluding Alpha Delta Kappa Sorority of Ohio, the Delta Kappa Gamma 
Honorary Teachers' Society, and the Sidney, Ohio Reading Club.

The National 4-H Conference was held in Washington, April 23- 28; 
and some 240 youth members viewed the Bicentennial film, sok 9 

to Action. On Wednesday, April 26, a group of 4-H'ers who will 
be concentrating on involvement in the Bicentennial met with ARBC 
staff at Headquarters and discussed potential programs for the 4 
million youths who belong to various 4-H clubs across the nation. 


On April 28, the American Revolution Bicentennial Committee, 
Special Libraries Association, New Jersey Chapter inaugurated 
their 1972 committee activities with a ceremonial "Liberty Tree" 
planting on the Centennial of Arbor Day. New Jersey Governor 
William T. Cahill issued a statement endorsing the festivities, 
which also commemorated New Jersey's participation in the American 
Revolution and acknowledged the group's concerned interest in 
environmental ecology.

Mrs. R. O. Stephenson, the regent of Tucumcari (New Mexico) Chapter 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution, has been notified that 
she is the winner of the Bicentennial Program Contest award sponsored 
by the National Society DAR. The essay contest on "The Economic 
Causes of the Revolutionary War" is one of several in which members 
of the nearly 3,000 chapters participate in during the Bicentennial 


Era. 


The Florida ARBC is sponsoring a sumposium on Eighteenth Century 
Florida and its Borderlands, May 18-20, University of Florida, 
Gainsville. The agenda includes an address by Paul Smith of the 
Bicentennial Office of the Library of Congress and a tour of 
historic St. Augustine. The symposium was planned by a University 
of Florida faculty committee in cooperation with the State ARBC. 
The symposium is made possible by a grant from the Florida Com- 
mission. The Commission will also support the publication of 
papers presented at the symposium as a permanent contribution to 
the better understanding of the American Revolution and the role 
played by Florida in it. 


The annual George Washington Festival will be held in Fredericks- 
burg, Virginia on Saturday, May 20th. Festivities will include 

a parade, historical dramas, different types of dancing from the 
minuet to Indian, and (of special interest to youngsters) throwing 
Spanish pieces-of-eight across the Rappahannock River at 10:00 a.m. 
Ferry Farm, which is located nearby, is the boyhood home of 
Washington. Although it is privately owned and not open to the 
public, there is interest on the national level to restore and 
preserve the farm as a national monument to the first President. 
Also of historical significance in Fredericksburg are the Mary 
Ball Washington House, Kenmore (the home of George's sister, 
Betty) and the Rising Sun Tavern which was built about 1760 by 
Washington's brother, Charles. 


Other Virginia News: Virginia will initiate a key part of the 
nation's Bicentennial observance this spring by hosting 20 British 
families on a three-week tour of the state's attractions...A 
logotype designed by 18-year old Michael McMahon, a senior at 
Norfolk Technical Vocational Center, has been recognized by 

the Norfolk ARBC to embellish official materials used for the 
Bicentennial. McMahon's entry was chosen from some 60 designs 

in a contest among students in Norfolk public schools and Norfolk 
State College. It features an anchor in the center of a circle 
outlined by the Bicentennial Commission's name and stars of the 
original 13 states.

MAY MEETING ISSUE 


The Full ARBC Commission voted on Tuesday, May 16 to 
reject the proposal submitted by the Philadelphia 1976 
Bicentennial Corporation for an International Expo. 
Chairman David J. Mahoney said he would advise President 
Nixon of the Commission's decision. He added that 
Philadelphia, as the cradle of liberty, will nevertheless 
play an important role in the Bicentennial. 


At its Full Commission meeting in Boston, the ARBC also 
unanimously approved "Festival USA" as a theme representing 
the travel and cultural aspects of the Bicentennial. 
"Festival USA" replaces Open House USA. 


George E. Lang, Chairman of the Festival USA Committee 

of the ARBC announced after his committee meeting in 
Boston that three Chairmen of that committee's three 
advisory panels of artists and cultural leaders have 

been appointed. The Chairman of the Invitation to the 
World Advisory Panel will be Joe Black, former pitcher 
for the Dodgers and presently Vice President for Special 
Markets for the Greyhound Corporation. Chairman of the 
Creative and Visual Arts Advisory Panel is Katherine 
Bloom, head of the Arts Education Program at the J.D. 
Rockefeller III Fund. Formerly she served as Arts 
Consultant for the Junior Leagues of America and estab- 
lished the U.S. Office of Education's Arts and Humanities 
Program. The Performing Arts Panel will be chaired by 
Howard Taubman, Journalist, author-critic of the New 
York Times. As music and drama critic for more than 30 
years, he has maintained an interest in the arts as a 
total part of the society. Each will serve a term of 

one year commencing in June and will serve on the Festival 
USA Committee. 
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During the Tuesday Full Commission meeting George E. Lang, 
as Chairman of the Coins and Medal Advisory Panel, announced 
officially that the Philatelic-Numismatic Combination (PNC) 
will be issued on July 4th, through the cooperation of the 
U.S. Mint and the U.S. Postal Service. Mr. Lang was joined 
in making the announcement by Mr. Roy Cahoon, Assistant 
Director for Special Services of the Mint, and Mr. James 
Holland, Assistant Postmaster General. Orders for the 
official Bicentennial stamp and medal combination costing 
$5.00 will be accepted after July 1, and through the month 
of auiy, 


The ARBC Procedures Manual was approved in principle at the 
ARBC meeting in Boston, with the proviso that an ad hoc 
committee consisting of an ARBC Program chairman, the Com- 
munications Committee Chairman and the Director would receive 
written comments from members for consideration in the final 
Manual. All written comments are to be incorporated in the 
final version which will be available at the earliest possible 
date. 


The Commission endorsed a resolution expressing its support 

for a National Historic Records Program. The proposal came 

to the Commission from the Heritage '76 program committee and 
called for a matching grant program to assist institutions 

and individuals in locating, preserving and utilizing the 
nation's public and private records. The resolution, offered 
by Mr. James Biddle, Chairman of the ARBC's Heritage '76 
Committee, passed with the unanimous approval of the Commission. 
The ARBC awards use of the official symbol of the Commission 

to the program. 


"Call For Achievement," a new nationwide program which encourages 
localities and states to initiate goal setting-achieving programs, 
was officially approved at the ARBC Full Commission meeting in 
Boston on May 16th. Mr. Erik Jonsson, Chairman of the Horizons 
'76 Committee, who made the announcement at the meeting, stated, 
"Call For Achievement has the potential to touch the lives of 
every American citizen. It provides an effective, democratic 
means by which citizens can play a significant role in shaping 
the future of their community." "Call For Achievement" will 
place a strong emphasis on State Bicentennial Commissions as 

the coordinating agencies for the local goal setting-achieving 
programs, and the ARBC through the Horizons '76 Committee will 
provide consultation on how to conduct such programs. 


On Tuesday, May 16, in a special luncheon for the ARBC at historic 
Faneuil Hall, Boston Mayor Kevin White unveiled preliminary plans 
for BOSTON 200, the city's observance for the Bicentennial, in- 
cluding activities spanning tourism, education, art and physical 
improvements, which will begin in 1975, the 200th anniversary of 
events at Lexington, Concord and Bunker Hill. "BOSTON 200 incorporates 
a new concept," the Mayor said. "We have rejected the traditional 
fair ground approach and have declared the new exposition grounds 

to be the city itself. This approach can be summarized in a phrase, 
'The City is the Exhibit.' Its implementation relies not so much 

on new construction, but rather on what already exists--our historic 
resources, our institutions and our people." 


During the Full Commission Meeting of State Presentations on Monday, 
May 15, Mr. Ronald Banks, Chairman of the Maine ARBC Planning Com- 
mission, announced that the State Commission will be officially 
established on June 10. He noted that the Commission will be working 
with private groups to commemorate significant events which occurred 
in Maine--such as Arnold's March and the burning of the Town of 
Falmouth. 


Also, during the States' Presentation Mr. Walter H. Peters, New 
Jersey Treasury Department, discussed the State proposal for Liberty 
Park, on the Hudson, surrounding the Statue of Liberty and Ellis 
Island. It is the hope of the New Jersey Bicentennial planners to 
transform a degraded environment into "an oasis of open space in 

the midst of the most densely built area of the nation." Mr. Peters, 
using a slide presentation, pointed out that the Secretary of the 
Interior has asked the ARBC to consider as a Bicentennial need, 
improvements to the grounds and support facilities of the Statue 

of Liberty. "We in New Jersey would like to take this opportunity 
to take that wise recommendation further and call for the appropriate 
development of the Liberty Park environs," Mr. Peters added. 


Senator Joseph J.C. DiCarlo, Chairman of the Massachusetts Revolution- 
ary War Bicentennial Commission, welcomed the ARBC to Boston and dis- 


cussed the multi-faceted plans of the Bay State for commemorating 
the Revolution. The format of the States Presentation also included 


reports and discussions by the following: New York plans, Dr. Louis 
L. Tucker, Executive Director, New York State ARBC; New Hampshire 
plans, Senator Nelle Holmes; Vermont plans, Mr. Peter Martin; Exec- 
utive Assistant to the Governor; and the Honorable George F. McDonald, 
Jr. of the Rhode Island Bicentennial Commission urged all involved in 
planning and development of the Bicentennial observance "to get going 
now."

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The next meeting of the ARBC Executive Committee is 
scheduled for Wednesday, June 21, in Washington head- 
quarters, and the next meeting of the ARBC Communications 
Committee will be held on the following day, June 22, 
also at Washington headquarters. 


The President has signed S. 2676 which provides new 
authorities in the Public Health Service Act related to 
sickle cell anemia for screening, counseling and educational 
programs as well as for research and research training 

and authorizes appropriations totaling $115 million for 
these purposes for fiscal years 1973-1975. 


Iowa ARBC Secretary Kenneth Fulk said in a recent inter- 
view that he is "still certain" that Iowa will hold a 
world food fair in conjunction with the Bicentennial. 

The state legislature this year rejected plans to 
establish an agency to oversee preparations for a food 
fair, but Fulk talked of a grass-roots program to 

acquire support. "We're sure there will be a world food 
exposition," Fulk said, "but at this time I don't know 
how Big it will be or even if it will be in one location." 
He said the primary purpose of the statewide tour, in 
which Bicentennial planners visited every county, was to 
generate support for local celebrations throughout Iowa. 
But he said officials received a "quick response" to 
ideas for continuing with the food fair despite the 
legislative rejection. Fulk said the master plan for the 
Iowa celebration includes the food fair for the state 

and a series of local events during the year. 


The Baltimore Sun reported last week that Federal and Maryland 
officials have started a campaign to persuade Congress to build 
for $150 to $200 million an experimental high-speed trans- 
portation line between Annapolis and Washington in time for 

the Bicentennial. The proposed line would whisk tourists 
between the two historic Capitols at 150 miles an hour in 
vehicles floating along a cushion of air just above a fixed, 
concrete guideway. Early indications are that the plan has 

the support of both Transportation Secretary John Volpe and 
Governor Marvin Mandel. 


The entire South Carolina Congressional Delegation has ex- 
pressed its support of a proposal recently reviewed for the 
development of Hog Island in Charleston, South Carolina. In 

a letter to the ARBC they write: "With particular reference 

to the Naval Museum and Bicentennial Theme Park, it is apparent 
to us that these two elements seem to be totally consistent 
with published thematic components and criteria for the program 
of the American Revolutionary Bicentennial. At the present 
time a detailed feasibility study is being conducted and the 
facts contained in this study will be submitted to you at an 
early date. We would urge your consideration of this concept 
which has significant national consideration for the preservation 
of our heritage." 


During a recent conference of the Southeast Michigan Ethnic 
Heritage Center, May 18-20, in Detroit, an open discussion was 
held of programs "between 1972 and 1976 - A Call to Action." 
The ARBC film was shown. The purpose of the conference was 

to discuss ethnic community development through inter-community 
cooperation. 


Seattle City Councilman Bruce Chapman held a press conference 
recently to urge that a national Bicentennial Park be created 
in the Pioneer Square Historic District of Seattle. Part 

of the historic District is already being developed. The 
street area is being cobblestoned as a part of Pioneer Square 
Park. Highlight of that area is to be the pergola of Alaska- 
Yukon Exposition vintages which is being restored. 


In response to Chairman Mahoney's appearance on the "TODAY" 
show, first-graders at the Alexander Hamilton School in 
Binghamton, New York sent the ARBC their ideas for "a good 


present for our country when it becomes 200 years old." The 
childrens' suggestions ranged from "to help schools," to 
"helping wildlife," "to giving our country a new park... 
with water fountains and swings," to "putting screens on the 
smokestacks." Crayon colored drawings accompanied the ideas. 


The Alaska State Legislature has unanimously passed, and 

the Governor has signed, legislation creating the Alaska 
ARBC. The Commission consists of the Director of the Alaska 
Travel Division, the Director of the State Museum, and seven 
additional members to be appointed by the Governor. 


Julia Dovel, 9th Grade student at Buford Junior High and 
chairman of the Junior Committee of the Albermarle-Charlottes- 
ville Bicentennial Commission in Virginia won a ticket to a 
UVA basketball game by bringing the most young members to the 
first meeting of the Junior Committee. Forty-seven, between 
the ages of 14 and 19, attended the first meeting and Julia 
hopes that the momentum established at that time keeps up. 
The Juniors are planning educational and clean-up projects 
and a long-range program for the opening of the George 

Rogers Clark Amphitheater in the summer of '74. Julia is 
enthusiastic about the group where young people can initiate 
ideas and where both history and governmental process can 

be learned while having fun. 


The Virginia Tidewater Regional Bicentennial Commission met 
recently in Smithfield, Va., and adopted a resolution supporting 
a scenic display at Yorktown depicting the decisive American 
Revolution Battle of Yorktown. Speaking before the group Parke 
Rouse, Jr., of the State Bicentennial Commission outlined plans 
of various Virginia localities for the Bicentennial. 


Pawtuxet, R.I. is about to observe the 200th anniversary of the 
burning of the revenue schooner Gaspee, which the British had 
sent to the Colonies to enforce the Stamp Act by harassing 
smugglers. Barbara Walters on the May 23rd TODAY show noted 
that the Rhode Islanders' celebration will include an arts and 
crafts festival on the streets of Pawtuxet on June 3, 4, and 5, 
culminating in a costumed parade on June 10 and a clambake on 
June ll.

Virginia B. Dowell, Chairman of the 
conference's Development Committee, said the title 
"Target '76" was chosen to mark the end of a five-year 
period of planning as a meaningful way to honor the 
Bicentennial. 


New York City Mayor John Lindsay has appointed J. Clarence 
Davies as Chairman of the New York City ARBC, which was 
established in January, 1971. Davies, who replaces 

Thomas P. Hoving, was selected unanimously. The commission 
is composed of 45 unsalaried members appointed by the 
Mayor, the Council and the National Shrines Association. 


Newport News, Virginia, Bicentennial Commission has 
endorsed the idea of a cyclorama at Yorkstown as a 
Bicentennial program. The idea of featuring the surrender 
as the focal point in a cyclorama has been discussed 

with the National Park Service and the city commission 
will now proceed with an investigation of cost before 
sending the idea to the State Bicentennial Commission 

for their endorsement. 


For an edition of The Papers of Robert Morris (1734-1806), 
The Financier of the American Revolution, the editors

The 
collection of the papers is being prepared under the aegis 
of the National Historical Publications Commission and is 
nearly completed.

A handsome mountain scene, attributed to the important 
Hudson River School painter Thomas Cole, hitherto unknown 
to art historians, has been discovered in a massive 
federal search for early American paintings. It is 

the most important find so far by the Bicentennial 
Inventory of American Paintings Executed before 1914, 
being compiled by the National Collection of Fine 

Arts, a branch of the Smithsonian Institution. Miss 
Abigail Booth, Coordinator of the Inventory, has 
enlisted the aid of museums, historical societies 

and other organizations in her search for every picture 
painted in the country before 1914. The group has 
printed notices about their inventory for all American 
paintings and will continue in the search as a 
Bicentennial program. The British-born Cole, 1801-48, 
was a leader of the Hudson River School, the first 
important group of American landscape painters. 


The first resolution adopted at the recent 79th annual 
convention of the Utah Federation of Women's Clubs dealt 
with the Bicentennial and urges all women's clubs to 
cooperate in state and local commemoration of the 
national anniversary. 


The New Jersey Historical Society and the State Historical 
Commission will jointly sponsor the compilation and pub- 
lication of a documentary history of Afro-Americans in 

New Jersey. The aim of the volume is to make available 

to students, teachers and the general public some of the 
most significant writings pertaining to the much-neglected 
history of black people in New Jersey. It is intended 

as a reader covering the entire period from early colonial 
times to the present, containing a wide range of primary 
source materials and historical studies. Publication 

is anticipated in 1973. The sponsoring agencies conceive 
the book as an important contribution to the forth- 

coming American Revolution Bicentennial. 


"How about licking the drug problem by 1976 as a national 
birthday present?" suggested John E. Ingersoll, Director 
of the Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs. Mr. Ingersoll 
feels that a dramatic turnabout from the present drug 
epidemic is not only feasible but rather to be expected. 
He noted that, given the conditions of this country today 
it is conceivable that the drug scourge could be reduced 
from the present epidemic status to the mere state of 

a "tolerable irritant" in the next four years. In 
another year or so, programs are under way to have drug 
treatment centers in operation within reach of everyone 
in the country. Mr. Ingersoll is so optimistic that 

this Bicentennial goal of the Bureau's can be met that 

he said in an interview last week that he will remove 
himself as Director if the goal is not met by 1976. 


Nine Philadelphia cultural institutions have formed the 
Greater Philadelphia Cultural Alliance to help plan 

a Bicentennial program for the city in 1976, according 
to Dr. William W. Marvel, President of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences and Chairman of the new group. The 
other institutions include the Academy of Music, the 
Franklin Institute, the Free Library of Philadelphia, 
the Library Company of Philadelphia, the Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts, the Philadelphia Museum of Art, 
the Philadelphia Orchestra Association and the 
Zoological Garden.

Mrs. Hutton spoke on the theme "You and the Bicentennial." 


Gadsby's Tavern, one of the oldest Colonial structures in 
the Washington, D.C. area, will be ceded to the City of 
Alexandria under a recent proposal by the American Legion 
on the condition it be restored in time for the Bicentennial 
in 1976. The 220-year old tavern where General George 
Washington recruited soldiers for the Indian Campaign in 
1752 stands adjacent to the City Hotel built 40 years later, 
which is also slated to be restored for the Bicentennial 

by vthe City of Alexandria. 


The Colorado Centennial-Bicentennial Commission is seeking 
entries in a contest to pick an emblem. The competition 
closes July 4. The winner will be picked on July 21 and 
announced August 1. Governor John Love is chairing the 
judging committee. "The designs should feature some 
distinctive element or elements of Colorado's history, 
traditional natural setting, people or its future, in 
keeping with the Centennial's theme of Heritage, Hospitality 
and Horizons," according to the Commission. 


"Papric Gf the State," the first of five-annual shows 
exploring different crafts in New York State, is a new 
exhibit at the Museum of American Folk Art in New York 
City. The show, part of a series contributing to New 
York State's celebration of the country's Bicentennial, 
is sponsored by the New York State Council on the Arts. 
In successive years, culminating in 1976, the museum will 
hold exhibitions on the arts of paper, wood, ceramics and 
metals. 


Nationwide support for the arts--a $200 million appropri- 
ation for the National Endowment for the Arts--is being 
urged by Amyas Ames, board chairman of Lincoln Center for 
the Performing Arts, and chairman of the Partnership for 
the Arts; self-described as avcitizens® ants lobby. \ ine 
lobby is asking for the $200 million--"jJust sl cellar tox 
each American"--to celebrate the 1976 Bicentennial. 


"Awareness of Human Needs on the Eve of Century III," a refer- 
ence to the Nation's Bicentennial in 1976, is the theme for an 
Iowa program designed to bring the general population and 
academic humanists into "dialogue" on issues of public policy. 
The National Endowment for the Humanities has granted $157,290 
to the program which will give the adult population greater 
exposure to the ideas of philosophers, historians, writers and 
other academic humanists. Philip Shively, executive secretary 
of the program, said, "The Iowa program in the humanities wants 
to insure that opportunities for every citizen at every edu- 
cational and economic level exists so that a person has the 
chance to acquire a knowledge of the humanities and an under- 
standing of the traditions and principles of our culture. The 
hope is to develop, through on-going communications, a climate 
in Iowa where new problems can be faced in a rational manner 
and humanistic considerations can be given priority." 





The ARBC's International Activities staff has received a communi- 
que from the Order of Ahepa, the American Hellenic Educational 
Progressive Association, the leading Greek-American national 
fraternal organization, announcing the establishment of its 
Bicentennial Committee. Ahepa plans to emphasize two themes 

in its Bicentennial program planning--the influence of Greek 
history and Greek thought on the American Revolution and on the 
founding fathers, as well as the significant contribution of 
Greek-Americans to the history and culture of the U.S. Mr. George 
E. Perry, Greek area specialist at the Library of Congress, has 
been appointed Chairman of the Committee. 


The New York Times in Books of the Times recently reviewed four 

new books anticipating the Bicentennial. The selections include:

at Fach Other at Blue Trail"--The Blue Trail Range Corporation 
which has facilities in East Wallingford for shooting any type 
of firearm from an 18th century musket to a cannon has issued 
as invitation to the competitive shooters of Great Britain 

to gather with the group in 1976. Plans are also being made 
to tour the guests from Great Britain about the State during 
their visit. 


The Virginia Independence Bicentennial Commission met in 
Williamsburg on September llth. The Commission members 
discussed the form of a proposed VIBC film which will be 
produced with Federal grant money. The Commission's first 
film, by Andre de la Varre Productions, deals with sites of 
Revolutionary significance in Virginia as they appear today, 
The film should be available for showing this fall. 


At the Full Commission Meeting in Washington, D.C. on 
September 7 and 8, the Commission Members adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


WHEREAS, the national direction of the ARBC will affect the 
philosophy and the programs of the regional and State Bi- 
centennial commissions; and 


WHEREAS, the ARPC is morally and legally mandated to recognize 
and involve all American citizens; and 


WHEREAS, many American citizens today feel not recognized 
and not involved; and 


WHEREAS, the true spirit of democracy assures participation 
to each individual citizen. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT REITERATED AND RESOLVED: 


1. That the ARPC acknowledge the ethnic and cultural 
diversity of our citizenry and the contribution of 
this pluralism to America. 


2. That the ARBC encourage and enhance this pluralism 
in the observation of the 200th Anniversary. 


3. That the ARBC, as a Commission and through its 
program committees, actively and consistently seek 
the participation of all constituencies in the 
planning, development and implementation of our 
Nation's Bicentennial. 


The Idaho ARBC recently endorsed an oral history program as 
one part of its Bicentennial activities. Mr. Meredith Neil, 
Executive Director of the Commission, commented that there 
are still many pioneers in their 80's and 90's who should 

be taped as soon as possible. Mr. Meredith said, "The 
program has tremendous popular appeal." The IARBC will also 
gather existing tapes from all areas of Idaho and plans to

The Full Commission will meet in Washington, D.C. on December 7 
and 8. It has been recommended that the Commission meet in 
February, 1973 and every two months thereafter. 


On September 28th Chairman David J. Mahoney delivered a 
short address on the rebirth and rededication of citizen 
involvement in our 200th Anniversary aboard the sailing 
vessel WAVERTREE at the South Street Seaport in New York. 
At the conclusion of his remarks the Chairman announced the 
official recognition of the Seaport Project voted by the 
full Commission at its September meeting. 


ARBC Communications Committee will meet in New York City 
on October 18. 


Prominent Americans from fields such as education, trans- 
portation, recreation, communications and health met in 
Washington, D.C. on September 25 for the first Horizons '76 
Advisory Group meeting. The interdisciplinary group will 
recommend guidelines and goals, evaluate proposals and aid 
in the creation of innovative projects. ARBC Commissioner 
Nancy Porter, Chairperson of the Horizons '76 Committee, 

led the session. Advisory Group members were given an 
orientation on the purposes and themes of the Bicentennial 
with a special focus on Horizons '76. The afternoon discus- 
sion centered on setting the dimensions of the Horizons area 
and selecting priorities. The Advisory group will meet 
again in January. 


Kim Beachum, a senior at York High, and Liz Hamilton, a 
recent graduate, were named youth activities advisers to 
the York County (Va.) Bicentennial Interest Group during 
a recent meeting. To kick off youth involvement in Bi- 
centennial activities, a fashion show will be held in 
Yorktown with a "then and now" theme. Jeannie Kennedy and 
Bruce Bingle, students at Tabb High, will assist with the 
show. 


At a recent ceremony marking the official creation of the 
Maine ARBC, Governor Kenneth M. Curtis stated, "It is my 
hope that by the time we do celebrate our nation's 200th 
birthday, we truly will have something to celebrate..... 
the realization that the men who wrote our Declaration of 
Independence set goals for us that we have finally and 
fully attained." 


The B'nai B*rith Philatelic Service is offering a first-day 
cover commemorating the. start of the Bicentennial observance 
of the American Revolution. The cover, postmarked July 4, 
1971 with a "first day of issue" cancellation of the 8-cent 
ARBC commemorative stamp, also features sepia-renderings of 
Rabbi Gershom Mendes Seixas, Revolutionary War patriot, 

and the Liberty Bell with its quotation from Leviticus, 
"Proclaim Liberty through the Land and to all the inhabitants 
thereof." 


The National Commission of the Library & Information Sciences 
held its first regional meeting in Chicago on September 27. 
Two hundred attendees from 11 mid-western states were 
presented a paper on the proposed Bicentennial Information 
Network (BINET). The paper, written by the ARBC staff 
Information & Research Coordinator, describes the present 
concepts for handling the vast amounts of information 
directly related to the Bicentennial Era and its numerous 
projects, the Master Calendar ef Events and the Master 
Historical Calendar. 


ARBC has received copies of "Onondaga County's Plan for the 
National Bicentennial--1976" which was prepared by the 
Cultural Resources Council of Syracuse (N.Y.). The compre- 
hensive report contains some excellent plans of civic, 
educational, arts, and history organizations; villages, 
towns and City of Syracuse; business, industry, media and 
individuals. 


Dr. Frank R. Mark, '76 Federal Health Coordinator, recently 
held a meeting with representatives from major Federal 
agencies that have health-related responsibilities. The 
group discussed the current status of Bicentennial health 
plans and Bicentennial recommendations from the U.S. 
Bicentennial Health Conference held at Berwick Academy, 
Maine in July. 


The Rhode Island Bicentennial Commission recently endorsed 

the Gaspee Days celebration for 1973 and a series of Bicenten- 
nial debates by high school students to be conducted nation- 
wide and sponsored by the Bicentennial Council of the 13 
Original States. 


"A Firebell in the Night," the sixth episode in Alistair 
Cooke's 13 installment TV series "America" was previewed 

at Ford's Theater in Washington on September 25. The pre- 
view was jointly sponsored by the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation and Time-Life films and was preceeded by a 
reception at the carefully preserved Stephen Decatur House 
on Jackson Place near the White House. Guest of honor Cooke 
whose series was co-produced by Time-Life and the BBC 
promised that the programs would "shake up the high school 
textbooks." The series, subtitled "A Personal History of 
the United States," will be shown on NBC alternate Tuesday 
beginning November 14. 


Proclamation 4152 issued by the President on September 13, 
1972 designated Wednesday, October 11, 1972 as General 
Pulaski's Memorial Day. General Casimir Pulaski died a 

hero in the Battle of Savannah on October 11, 1779. He 

was one of the earliest of the many individuals of Polish 
ancestry who were involved in this country's struggle for 
freedom. In his proclamation President Nixon said, "In 
commemorating General Pulaski's dedication to liberty, we 
also honor the significant contributions made to this Nation 
by generations of Americans of Polish ancestry. It is fitting, 
in remembering General Pulaski's example, that we rededicate 
ourselves to the fundamental principles of freedom and 
justiee for all on which this Nation was founded and for 
which Casimir Pulaski fought and gave his life." 


The Southwest Regional Alliance held its fall meeting in 
Colorado Springs (Colo.) September 21 through 23. Attending 
were representatives of the State Bicentennial Commissions 
of Arizona, California, Colorado, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma and Texas. Floyd Sack of Colorado was elected 
Chairman and Mrs. Vicki Nash of Nevada, Vice-Chairman for 
the coming year. The representatives discussed Indian 
participation in the Bicentennial, numismatic issues, labor 
and military involvement, the media, Bicentennial films 

and state programs. The next meeting will be held in 
Nevada in March, 1973 
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October 9, 1972 


On September 28 the House of Representatives approved, by a 
vote of 300 to 19, a revised authorization bill for ARBC 
through February 15, 1973. The House bill authorizes $3.5 
million for the period through February 15, 1973, including an 
amount not to exceed $2.4 million as the second grant for 
State Commissions. The bill includes the provisions for 
matching project grants to State and local Commissions and 
non-profit organizations, with such grants to be funded ex- 
clusively with nonappropriated funds, i.e., revenues and 
donations. 


Julius Rudel, Music Director of the John F. Kennedy Center 
for the Performing Arts, is planning an American Music Retro- 
spective during the Bicentennial year, including work songs, 
gospels and other influences on American music. 


The National Medical Association (NMA) received a Bicentennial 
certificate of official recognition on October 1 for its 
national program aimed at conquering sickle cell anemia. 
Presentation of the certificate and the national Bicentennial 
flag was made by Commission Member Ms. Nancy Porter, Chair- 
person of the Horizons '76 Committee, to Dr. Edmund C. Casey, 
President of NMA, at the dedication of the association's 
first headquarters building. Ms. Porter praised the NMA 
officials and members for their initiative in setting 1976 

as NMA's target date for the development of an advocacy 
program against sickle cell anemia. 


The House of Representatives approved a bill on October 3rd 
authorizing construction of a convention center south of 
Mount Vernon Square as a Bicentennial Memorial to the late 
president, Dwight D. Eisenhower. A similar bill has passed 
the Senate. 


The "Taxation of Colonies Act," a relic from the War of Independ- 
ence, was ruled by the Law Commission in Great Britain, as no 
longer of practical utility. The Commission recommended its 
repeal together with 257 obsolete laws going back as far as 

the year 1424. 


At its 1972 annual meeting in New York City, duly 2-7; the 
National Environmental Health Association passed a resolution 
to support the American Revolution Bicentennial Commission. 
The resolution, sponsored by John J. McHugh, past president 
of the association, is in direct accord with the principles 
of the Bicentennial thematic area, HORIZONS '76: "Resolved, 
that the National Environmental Health Association supports 
the American Bicentennial Commission and desires to work with 
all federal, state and local governments and other interested 
organizations to achieve a quality environment for all of 

our citizens by the time of our nation's 200th birthday on 
duty 2,7 o75," 


ARBC Speaks Out 


Thomasine Hill, Commission Member, participated in the New 
Haven Conference of the Western History Association in New 
Haven, Connecticut. Mrs. Ann Hawkes Hutton Commission Member 
spoke to the Georgia Historical Society in Savannah. Hugh A. 


Hall, Acting Director of ARBC, addressed members of the Bicenten- 
nial Council of the Thirteen Original States in Durham, (N.H.) 

on October 7. John McCormick, a member of the ARBC Invitation 

to the World Advisory Panel and President of COSFRV, addressed 

the International Institute of Greater Toledo in Ohio. Dee 
Black, ARBC Regional Coordinator, spoke to the Nebraska State 
Higterical “pociety, in’ Lincoln. BillsHart, Fedéral=D.c, 
Bicentennial Coordinator for the President, addressed the 
Washington Forum at the Lawyers' Club in Washington, D.C. 


Mrs. Margo Russell, Editor of Coin World, has editorially 
urged the revival of the $2 bank-note for the Bicentennial 
with Thomas Jefferson on the face of such a bill, and the 
replacement of a view of his home in Monticello with a 
Bicentennial theme. The weekly magazine also endorsed a 50- 
cent fractional currency note, to be treated as a souvenir 
item. 


Sen. J. Glenn Beall Jr., (Md.) introduced a bill on September 25 
authorizing a feasibility study and subsequent construction of 

a high-speed ground and water transportation system to link 
Washington with two historic centers in Maryland and Virginia 

by 1976. The Bicentennial celebration, Senator Reall noted 

will bring millions of visitors to the D.C. area. He said the 
proposed transportation system "will provide visitors with an 
exciting means of seeing the historical cities and sights of 

the region, and at the same time provide a practical demon- 
stration of a technologically advanced transportation system..." 
Senator Beall said that he is "hopeful the Commerce Committee 
will hold hearings on the bill this year." 


As a fund-raising project, the Alexandria Bicentennial Commission, 
(Va.) sponsored a drawing contest which drew 121 entries. Artists 
were asked to submit line drawings, preferably of Old Town 
historic properties. Frank Wright, head of the Drawing Depart- 
ment of Georgetown University, selected 12 winning entries. 

The drawings will be reproduced and will go on sale at local 

shops in the near future. 


The eight-team member 4-H Report to the Nation group visited 
ARBC Headquarters on October 2nd. The Reporters, representing 
four million 4-H'ers and speaking for 13 million young people 
in 4-H type organizations in 87 countries around the world draw 
on their own experience and training to inform leaders in 
Government, business, industry, agriculture, education and 
civic groups about the current nationwide 4-H program. Team 
Members are: Linda Saathoff (Md.); Michael Scales (Va.); 

Kim Shaffer (Minn.); Suzonne Quave (La.); Beverly Prater (Colo.);

Historical events which relate to the Bicentennial Era: 


October 12, 1776--Battle of Throq's Neck, New York. A handful 
of American riflemen bottle up and hold off a superior British 
force. October 13, 1775--Congress authorizes a Navy. Votes 
to outfit two ships of ten guns each. October 14, 1774--First 
Continental Congress adopts a Declaration of Rights. Declares 
rights of the colonies had been violated. Adopted in an 
effort to secure repeal of Parliament's Coercive Acts. 

October 16, 1773--Philadelphia citizens resolve that tea duty 
is taxation without representation. 


In an editorial captioned, "Make the Bicentennial Meaningful," 
the editor of the Decatur, (I1l1l.) Herald states, "The most 
useful 'celebration' the Commission might arrange is to 
encourage a re-examination by scholars of the philosophical 
underpinnings of the revolution. There is a need for scholarly 
documentation of the failure by the Founding Fathers to include 
Blacks and women among those eligible for the full rights of 
citizenship." Other suggestions: "Why not a Jefferson Prize 
for imaginative design of public housing facilities? Or one 
for artists named on behalf of John Copley, the painter? One 
might be established in Mr. Franklin's name to encourage 
research to alleviate pollution from power plants." 
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The Women's Organizations Coalition for the Bicentennial met 
in Washington, D.C. September 28 to define criteria for 
participation in the Coalition and to develop a program for 
planning and structure. Six additional national women's 
organizations sent representatives to the meeting which 
already claims the participation of over 25 national organi- 
zations. The new groups are: The National Council of Women, 
USA; Communications Workers of America; The AFL-CIO National 
Auxiliary; the Professional Women's Caucus; the American 
Association of Colleges; and the American Newspaper Women's 
Clubs. 


Thurston Twigg-Smith, Chairman of the Hawaii Bicentennial 
Commission announces the appointment of John Pincetich as 
Executive Director of the Commission. Pincetich is a former 
Island journalist and Peace Corps official. In the latter 
capacity, his management of volunteer programs in education, 
health, agriculture and community development extended 
throughout the Pacific Basin, Africa and Asia. 


Bruce LeRoy, Director of the Washington State ARBC, reports 
that the Commission has endorsed a Bicentennial project of the 
Washington State Historical Society. The Society is planning 
two historic expeditions which will follow the track of 
Captain James Cook. The first will begin on Puget Sound and 
then proceed to the Hawaiian Islands. The second tour will 
be on a chartered ship traveling to Nootka Sound and then on 
to Alaska. All interested persons are invited to go along 

on either Bicentennial tour. LeRoy commented, "We think that 
the 'Cook tours' will help the citizens of this region to 
relate more directly to the period of the American Revolution 
and will also provide some 'fun and games' of a meaningful 
nature. tt-may be a "first" for the country.” 


ARBC Speaks Out 


ARBC staff members represented the Commission at the National 
Congress on Parks and Recreation held in Anaheim, Calif. ARBC 
program officers addressed the Creative Initiative Foundation 

in Palo Alto, Calif. and the American School Health Association 
in San-Diego, Calif. 


The 4-H Bicentennial Community Pride Project for South Dakota 
was launched at a workshop October 12-13 at Camp Lakodia. The 
project coordinates a statewide cleanup and beautification 
program for the State's Bicentennial observance. The workshop 
provided adult leaders and older 4-Heérs with training in 
organizing community projects. Arnie Stenseth, Director of 
the South Dakota Bicentennial Commission, gave a talk at the 
conclusion of the sessions. 


Prince George's County Md. ARBC officially began its four- 
year program with an informal breakfast meeting in New 
Carrollton on September 30. The 13-member Commission headed 

by Chairman Harry L. Durity presented its goals and purposes to 
the group which represented civic associations, service clubs 
and professional organizations throughout the county. 


With the financial assistance of a $60,000 grant from Florida's 
Bicentennial Commission, the State Division of Archives, History 
and Records Management is now conducting archaeological and 
historical research on Indian Key, site of Dade County's 
Original county seat, and at Fort Alabama-Foster, near Tampa. 
Plans call for the completion of interpretive development and 
opening of the sites to the public by January 1, 197€. 


A. K. Johnson Jr. of Atlanta, recently retired as regional 
commissioner of the National Archives and Records Service, has 
been named to head the Georgia Commission for the National Bi- 
centennial Celebration. Rep. Alan S. Gaynor, Chairman of the 
Commission, said, "Mr. Johnson will be a valuable asset to 

the Commission, not only through his educational and professional 
achievements but by his close association over a long number of 
years with historical and archival groups." 


The National Association of Evangelicals, a 3-1/2 million member 
association which includes 33 small denominations, suggests 

that Sunday, July 4, 1976, be set aside as a day of worship 

and thanksgiving to God, with national celebrations to take 
place on July 5, the legal holiday. 


Orville and Wilbert Wright's airplane which was launched from 

a North Carolina sand dune will find a new home in the $40 million 
National Air and Space Museum to be constructed by the Smithsonian 
Institution and due to open on July 4, 1976. 


In keeping with President Nixon's Fourth of July address to the 
nation in which he asked the travel industry "to bring the cost 
of travel, lodging and meals within the reach" of millions of 
foreign visitors and U.S. residents, Greyhound has introduced 
Ameripass, a new unlimited 60-day ticket. The Ameripass will 
allow a traveler to go anywhere in the USA over Greyhound's 
routes for the $149.50 cost of the ticket. 


Ken Robinson, 18-year old member of the ARBC Horizons Advisory 
Group and pre-med student of Harvard University, will represent 
Miss Nancy Porter, Commission Member and Chairperson of 
Horizons '76 Committee at the Massachusetts Horizon Program 
Medical Symposium which will be held in Boston on October 21.

"With its furnishings 
and papers," said Mr. Biddle, "Cliveden is one of the most 
important 18th-century houses in America. Opening it as a 

museum is our first major effort in the trust's observance of 

the American Bicentennial."

The Washington Post (D.C.) in a news item on October 24 
reported that a Bicentennial celebration in the nation's 
birthplace has been resurrected by the federal government. 
Mayor Frank L. Rizzo of Philadelphia indicated that federal 
officials are working on a place to have the city play a "key 
role" in the nation's 200th birthday. Kenneth Cole, domestic 
affairs assistant to President Nixon, and Philadelphia Bi- 
centennial President William Rafsky said weekly meetings will 
be held and a plan announced by November. 


"The greatest priority in the 1976 Centennial Bicentennial 
celebration should be the inclusion of Indians," declared 
Mrs. Helen L. Peterson, field liaison officer for-the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs in Denver, at the Southwest Regional Alli- 
ance meeting of the ARBC in Colorado Springs recently. She 
suggested that a booklet might be in order telling the history 
of the Indian and their present relation to other groups in 
the U.S. so that visitors during the Bicentennial Era would 
know the Indian as an individual and not the sterotype they 
see in movies. Furthermore, she said, the Indians offer the 
highest degree of heritage in the aspect of arts and crafts 
which would add great beauty to the celebration.

"Sir - 
You are hereby empowered immediately to enlist a Company of 
Minutemen to consist of as many able-bodied effective men as 
possible, well accoutred with arms and equipment and uniforms, 
Including Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, Musick and 
Privates, as Soldiers in the New Hampshire Voluntary Militia 
Service." And they shall be trained and mustered for the 
ceremony and celebration proper and appropriate to historical 
celebrations, and especially the Bicentennial Anniversary of 
the American Revolutionary War and that immortal Declaration 
of Independence that gave birth to our Nation." 


The Nebraska ARBC has opened an office in Lincoln, and 
Mrs. Eleanor Crosier is the new administrative assistant 
of the Commission. 


Mrs. Peggy Curry, Chairman of the Wyoming Bicentennial Commis- 
sion, announces the publication of a book, "Documents of Wyoming 
Heritage," the first of a series of historical publications to 
be issued during the Bicentennial years. The book, scheduled 

to be released next July, will reprint in original form some 

50 or more documents which played an important part in the 
state's heritage or development." 


Yorktown Day festivities were held on October 19 to spotlight 
the National Park Service's centennial and the agency's role 
in the Nation's Bicentennial. Yorktown Day commemorated the 
19lst anniversary of the allied victory by the colonial 
American and French forces. The new French ambassador to the 
United States, Jacques Kosciusko-Morizet, delivered greetings 
from the people of France. The French army and navy under 
General Rochambeau played a vital role in the allied victory. 


The Director of the South Dakota ARBC, Arnie Stenseth, announced 
that brochures outlining the South Dakota Bicentennial are 

now available. Stenseth said that the Commission hopes the 
brochure will show how South Dakota relates to the Nation's 
200th birthday celebration. It has been designed so that it 

can be used as educational material in classrooms and displays. 


The recreation of the Battle of White Plains (N.Y.) which was 
originally fought on October 28, 1776 was held on October 22 
this year. The 10th Regiment, Foot with Hon. Col. Vincent 
J-R Kehoe, Commanding, sent two companies plus the Regimental 
Staff for the historic reenactment. 


The Georgia Commission for the National Bicentennial Celebration 
which met recently in Savannah approved the publication of 

the remaining 14 volumes of the Colonial Records over the next 
seven years. Hon. Alan S. Gaynor, Commission Chairman, termed 
the records "invaluable information" and said the Commission 
will edit and publish two volumes each year with the first 
volumes due off the press within a year. 


The Iroguois in the American Revolution, a book by Barbara 
Graymont, is the first full-length study of the Iroquois 


Indians in the Revolutionary War period. The book may be 
purchased for $11.50 from the Syracuse University Press, 
Box 8, University Station, Syracuse, N.Y. 13210. 
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Washington's historic Union Station will be transformed into 

a National Visitor Center by 1976. A Lease and an Agreement 
between the railroads and U.S. Government were signed re- 
cently at ceremonies in the office of Interior Secretary 
Morton. The Center will serve as a reception and orientation 
facility for the anticipated 35,000;000 visitors who will 

be visiting the Nation's capital during the Bicentennial year.

"Windows of the Past." The exhibits are part of HAAH's effort 

to make the city a "living museum." The Hampton Bicentennial 
Committee has a list of 40 sites where "windows" can be used 

to reveal early Hampton and her role in America's growth. 


The Pennsylvania Avenue Bicentennial Development Corporation 

Bill (H.R. 10751), which pertains to certain areas between the White 
House and the Capitol, was signed by the President on October 

The Bill will aid in the orderly redevelopment of the north side 

of Pennsylvania Avenue. 


An ARBC staff member of the Office of Communications met campus 
editors at the 48th annual conference of the Associated Collegiate 
Press in New York City recently. Fifteen hundred college publi- 
cations editors, staff members and advisers attended the meeting 
at which Herbert Klein, Director of Communications for the 
Executive Branch, addressed the opening convocation. 


Mrs. Glennis J. Parker has been appointed executive director of 
Arkansas' American Revolution Bicentennial Celebration, according 

to Dr. John L. Ferguson, Chairman of the Commission and Director of 
State History Division, The Arkansas ARBC, established by Governor 
Dale Bumpers, functions as part of the State Department of Parks & 
Tourism. Mrs. Parker said the Arkansas ARBC "hopes to involve all 
citizens of Arkansas in a 'grass roots' Bicentennial celebration." 


A new Durham Boat is being built from old timbers and authentic 
plans of the first builders of Durham boats in 1750. The Durham 
Boat is used by the Washington Crossing Foundation for the live 
pagean of the re-enactment of the crossing of the Delaware by 
General Was-ington and has army on Christmas night 1776. 





From Bicentennial Iowa, the Iowa ARBC Newsletter of October, 
1972: Over 5,000 people registered at the Iowa ARBC booth at the 
Iowa State Fair this summer. Registrants included people from 
all of Iowa's 99 counties, 18 other states and eight foreign 
countries. Many of the Iowa visitors were already involved in 
their county Bicentennial organizations, and hundreds of others 
indicated a willingness to serve, and enthusiasm for the program. 


Alistair Cooke's "America" makes its debut on NBC-TV Tuesday, 
November 14, with "The New Found Land," one of 13 special 

programs in which Mr. Cooke offers his personal view of the people, 
places and events which have shaped and are shaping this country's 
history." All of the "America" programs have been written by and 
are narrated on camera by Mr. Cooke, Peabody Award-winning journal- 
ist and broadcaster who has observed the American scene for nearly 
40 years. Michael Gill, producer and director of the initial 
segment, was also responsible for the "Civilisation" series. 





In a letter written to ARBC, Mr. Floyd L. Ramp of Richfield, 

Ohio, recommended mundialization as our "best Bicentennial 
celebration." He said the idea has been adopted by a considerable 
number of communities in the USA and Canada and typified by an 
ordinance recently passed by the city of Akron. "I urge, that as 
a part of the Bicentennial celebration, this action (effective 
union among nations) be commended to the various local legislative 
bodies throughout the nation," wrote Mr. Ramp. 


The Virginia Independence Bicentennial Commission announced that 
the Virginia Highway Department will recognize the 200th anni- 
versary of the American Revolution with publication of a state 
highway map dedicated to the Bicentennial observance. The map 
will use the reverse of the regular state highway map to show the 
locations of significant Revolutionary events, troop movements, 
battles, etc., with inserts detailing areas of particular 
importance. A chronological listing of principal events and 

a key to the marked locations and appropriate pictures will be 
included. 


The District of Columbia DAR has selected research on the D.C. 
boundary stones aS its Bicentennial project. The stones were 
placed in 1791 one mile apart on the ten-mile square of the 
District. Care of the stones was placed with the Society in 

1915 when members became interested in restoring those which were 
lost and defaced. 


The Bicentennial Congress of Monroe County, in cooperation with 
the New York State ARBC, has issued an attractive brochure 
titled "Help Plan a Birthday Party...1776-1976" in which the 
Congress states its goals and purposes. The brochure also 
contains information about the unique structure of the Congress 
(utilizing changing groups of concerned citizens who give of 
their time and effort). The group has also published the first 
issue of its Newsletter. 


The Idaho ARBC reports that after eight weeks of operation, 

the oral history project has proved to be a popular one. 
Volunteers are conducting interviews, mostly with people who 
settled in the Boise basin. Students at Boise State College are 
taping the interviews as part of their work history class at 

the college. 


In a report titled "Mississippi Plans for Bicentennial Celebration 
of the American Revolution," Perry A. Snyder, Director of the 
Mississippi ARBC, states, "The real celebration of our Inde- 
pendence will be in the hearts and minds of our people. For 
this Bicentennial to have a lasting impact qn the history of 

our nation, people are going to have to ask themselves ‘What 

can I do to improve life where I live? What can I do to help 
others and in the process help realize the ideas and ideals for 
which men lived and died some two centuries ago?' The Bicenten- 
nial offers an unparalled opportunity for all Mississippians 

to come together in spirit, trust, dedication and cooperation 

to reflect on who they are and where they want to go." 


The Horizons '76 Committee of ARBC met on November 2 at Commission 
Headquarters in Washington, D.C. The Committee met to consider 
and evaluate program suggestions and proposals from the Federal 
Government and non-Government organizations. 


Ronald F. Banks, Chairman of the Maine State ARBC, announced the 
appointment of Mary Agnes Cornely to the position of Executive 
Secretary for the Commission. Ms. Cornely is a former informational 
writer for the State Parks and Recreation Commission. 
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The National Bicentennial Commemorative Medal produced by 
the U.S. Mint in cooperation with ARBC is now being offered 
for public sale following a special month-long offer to 
collectors. The bronze medal is enclosed in a see-through 
capsule inserted in a black case surrounded by blue flocking 
and sells for $3.50. Public sales will continue until 
December 31, 1972.

The South Dakota ARBC is producing a film titled "A Summons 
to Greatness" which will bring together montages of historic 
photos, documentary-type footage and interviews with South 
Dakota personages to illustrate the three Bicentennial 
themes: Heritage '76, Festival USA and Horizons '76. 

Arnie Stenseth, Director of the Commission, said, "We want 
people to start thinking about the Bicentennial and a film 
is a good tool." Completion of the 20-minute film is 
scheduled for November. 


The Pennsylvania Bicentennial Commission presented a 
collection of campaign memorabilia including autographs, 
engravings, broadsides, ribbons, buttons, draft speeches 
and medals produced during the administration of every 
President the nation has had at a gala opening at the 
William Penn Memorial Museum in Harrisburg on October 16. 
George H. Ebner, Executive Director of the Pennsylvania 
Commission, said, "There is probably no aspect of American 
history more exciting than our political campaigns, and 
this outstanding collection illustrates--with seriousness 
as well as with humor--the zeal with which the American 
people choose their Presidents." 


Bicentennial celebration plans and innovations in the 
prediction of travel trends were discussed at general 
sessions of the 4th Annual U.S. Travel Conference in 
Houston, Texas, October 21-25. An ARBC State Coordinator 
participated at meetings on October 21 and 22. 


In an editorial in The Military Chaplain, Karl B. Justus, 
Executive Director, Military Chaplains Association, states, 
"...the Association and all its chapters could well create 
programs the next three years that would build toward '76. 
If our military chaplains...would unite in a team effort 
through MCA, the most ecumenical and unique group of clergy 
in America, only God knows what a moral and spiritual impact 
MCA could bring to bear on the Nation and its Bicentennial." 


The Steering Committee of the Women's Coalition for the 

Bicentennial met in Washington, D.C. on November 3. The 
Coalition is presently working on its incorporation as a 
non-profit organization, 


The Prince George's County Md. ARBC has published its first 
newsletter, Bicentennial Bulletin. The first issue displays 
the Commission's symbol and carries its endorsement of the 
"Indian Queen" Restoration project of the Prince George's 
Chapter of the JAYCEES. The old tavern, built in 1732, is 
known as "The George Washington House." The JAYCEES hope 

to establish a portion of the tavern as a county museum 

and to complete the project in time for the Bicentennial 
celebration. 


Professor Laurance E. Webber of the Center for Industrial and 
Institutional Development in Durham, New Hampshire, suggests 
"Once more go into the woods, select and fell a mast tree and 
transport it by ox team to water. Authentic tools and costumes 
should be used. The entire operation should be recorded on 
film for use in teaching our early history." Professor Webber 
explains, "The control, selection, and cutting of mast trees 

in our early history was a most vital factor in the economic 
and sociological life of the Colonies. Cutting off supplies 

of our mast trees to the British Navy...helped us win the war." 


The Alexandria, Va. Bicentennial Commission hosted a party 
at the Art League, Inc. in Alexandria on November third at 
which the 12 winning entries from a contest sponsored 
recently by the Commission were presented. The artists of 
the award-winning prints signed reproductions of their pen 
and ink drawings, and original "losers" were offered for 
sale. One of the most popular attractions at the well- 
attended party was colonially attired Admiral Black who 
dispensed grog and bons mots to the quests. 


As part of the Bicentennial celebration, Prologue: The 
Journal of the National Archives will devote a winter 
1972 issue to the Bicentennial theme. The magazine will 
feature illustrated biographical sketches of Caleb Gibbs, 
the commander of Washington's life guard, and Deborah 
Sampson Gannett, the first woman soldier of the Revolution. 
Also included in the winter Prohlogue is an article on the 
1876 centennial celebration in Philadelphia. Subscription 
rates for one, two and three years are $5.00, $9.00, and 
$12.00 respectively. Back issues including the fall 1970 
Bicentennial issue, are available for $3.00.

OFF THE PRESS: Voices of 1776, edited by Richard Wheeler 
(Croweli, $10.00). Excerpts from letters, diaries and other 
documents from the time of Paul Revere's ride to the sur- 
render of Yorktown, that contain information not usually 
included in history books--for example, the anecdote of a 
deserter who brought a cannonball home for his mother to 
use in pulverizing mustard. 


Introducing the South Carolina ARBC, a handsome red and blue 


booklet published by the South Carolina Commission, contains 
information about the Commission's goals and plans and dis- 
plays its symbol--a palmetto tree and cannon with the in- 
scription "Battleground of Freedom." The booklet concludes 
with the statement: "Just as the ultimate success of the 
American Revolution stemmed from the determination of our 
Founding Fathers to decide their own destinies, so it is 

the deep conviction of the Commission that a successful and 
rewarding Bicentennial observance in South Carolina will 
take root and bloom to full flower from the creative efforts 
and initiative of our own people in their communities through- 
out the state." 
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The American Revolution Bicentennial Commission has launched 

a nationwide campaign to announce public sale of the first 
single-issue National Bicentennial Commemorative Medal pro- 
duced by the U.S. Mint in cooperation with the ARBC. Public 
sale of the medal (which will continue through December 31) 
follows a one-month advance sale for collectors which resulted 
in the sale of 580,000 medals. Announcement of the public 
sale is being made by AREC through major daily and weekly 
newspapers, as well as radio and television public service 
announcements in every state. 


ARBC received the first issue of Columbia which is published 

by the ARBC of Oregon. The newsletter with its handsome two- 
color format is a bimonthly publication. The name Columbia 
denotes Oregon's historical link to the American Revolution, 
Thomas Jefferson commissioned the Lewis and Clark expedition 
which reached the Columbia River in 1806--where much of Oregon's 
history has been made. 


In a nationwide radio and television address on November 2, 
President Richard M. Nixon said, "I want us to run toward a 
renaissance of the individual spirit--toward a new vitality 

of those governments closest to the people--toward a new pride 
of place for the family and community--toward a new sense of 
responsibility in all that we do...If, together, we can 
restore this spirit, then four years from now America can 
enter its third century buoyant and vital and young, with all 
the purpose that marked its beginning two centuries ago." 


Governor Richard Kneip of South Dakota designated the 1976 
graduates of high schools and colleges throughout the state 
as members of the Bicentennial Class and noted that members 
of those classes "will be the leaders of our state and nation 
during the early part of America's third century." The South 
Dakota Commission will mail the proclamation to presidents of 
the classes of '76. 


"The Spirit of '76," a colorful train painted red, white and 
blue with stars and the Great Seal, is creating Bicentennial 
awareness from coast to coast. Seaboard Coastline Railroad, 
the Frisco Railway and the Santa Fe Railway put together the 
train which consists of a locomotive, generator car, exhibit 
car and caboose. The exhibits depict the part railroads 
played in the development of the United States. The train 
began its journey in Richmond, California and will stop in 
the following cities:

William F. Buckley, Jr. proposes that the American people 
make a Bicentennial present to themselves of "clear lakes, 
clear rivers and clear streams." In his syndicated column 
Mr. Buckley wrote, "Congress should empower a Bicentennial 
committee to sell 10-year tax-deductible bonds at just under 
prevailing interest rates, the proceeds of which would be> 
{used instantly] to begin the great enterprise...Every com- 
munity, every category of American could sponsor the sale 
of the Bicentennial bonds...And on July 4, 1976...we might 
look down into the water and see a clear reflection of 
ourselves and see the face of a smiling America." 


The Florida Bicentennial Commission has approved a design for 

a traveling exhibits project which will visit Florida communities 
until the Bicentennial year. The four air-inflatable structures 
that can be easily erected, dismantled and moved will be divided 
into three categories: Man-made Florida (historical and 
contemporary), Natural Florida (flora and fauna--one Wn to for 
each), and the People of Florida (indigenous and adopted). A 
fifth auxiliary unit will be used to expand the four exhibits 
into a sweeping panorama of the state, to be shown as one 
exhibit in 1976. 


A recent state ARBC publication reprinted the following order 
from General George Washington in 1782: "Notwithstanding the 
troops are verging so near perfection, some small improvements 
may yet be made; to wear the hair cut or tied in the same 
manner through a (w)hole corps would still be a very consider- 
able improvement..." 


Books About Early America: A Selected Bibliography, 4th edition 
(1970), published by the Institute of Early American History and 
Culture, is a valuable tool for "students, teachers, librarians 
and interested laymen who are seeking direction to useful, inform- 
ative historical studies." There are book lists under categories 
such as: Discovery and Exploration, Culture, The Indian in Early 
America, Thought, Science and Medicine, etc. The booklet may be 
ordered from the Institute, Box 220, Williamsburg, Virginia 23185, 
for $1.00 per copy, or $.75 per copy for quantities over ten. 


ARBC Speaks Out: Commission Member Ken Beale spoke at the 
regional meeting of the Future Business Leaders of America in 
Atlanta, Georgia, and ARBC staff members participated in meetings 
of the Lincoln Heritage Trail Foundation in Evansville, Indiana; 
the American Folklore Society in Austin, Texas; and the Public 
Relations Society of America/Canadian Public Relations Society 
annual conference in Detroit, Michigan. 


The Idaho Bicentennial Commission will sponsor two essay contests. 
One contest will seek documentation on early ranches or farms in 
the state, while the other will accept historical essays about 
Idaho. Prizes of $250, $100, and $50 will be awarded for first, 
second, and third places respectively in both competitions. 


The men and women who started the first English-speaking communities 
in the New World during the 1600's and the lasting effects they 

had on our society are examined by Alistair Cooke in "Home From 
Home," the second colorcast of his "America" series on November 28. 


The vocational student organizations (Distributive Education Clubs 
of America, Future Business Leaders of America-Phi Beta Lambda, 
Future Farmers of America, Future Homemakers of America, Office 
Education Association, and Vocational Industrial Clubs of America) 
have published an attractive brochure listing their Spirit of '76 
themes: Working Students--Proud Citizens; Students Sharing-- 
Students Caring; Founded on Pride-~Strengthened on Service; and 
Forward in the Spirit of '76. 
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The Festival USA Arts Advisory Panels which met in a two-day 
session, November 20-21, in Washington unanimously adopted 
the following resolution during its deliberations: 


"The Performing Arts and Creative and Visual Arts 
Advisory Panels urgently recommend the Commission 
to start immediately to set up a process invested 
with power to generate a program that would be in 
keeping with the goals and guidelines adopted by 
these panels."

The Arts Panels also set down a written guideline entitled 
"Arts in America - What Happened and What's Happening," 
subtitled "The Revolutionary Spirit of the Arts and How 

it Affects and Serves the American Community." The paper 
states general goals agreed upon by the Arts Panels and 
lists some programs appropriate to the Bicentennial. 

The general opening statement concludes," The traditions 

and forces embodied in the spirit of the American Revolution 
viewed in their entirety, prevade much of what is best in 
American art. The refusal to be restricted, confined or 
bound to past traditions, however august is clearly 

evident in America's music, its dances, its film, its 
energetic theater forms and its visual arts, its architecture 
and its literature; nor are American art forms at their 

best narrowly chauvinistic since they reflect the amal- 
gamation and synthesis of an almost infinite variety of 
cultural influences. The American Revolution Bicentennial 
Arts Advisory Panels recommend that this spirit should be 
clarified, illuminated and extended during the Bicentennial 
celebration."

The Michigan Bicentennial Commission has given unanimous
